A TRUCE TO PARADOXES. 


Sr1r,—I cannot withhold a word of thanks to Mr. Zangwill for the friendliness 
of his reply to my letter. If I had understood bis speech in the sense in which 
his letter interprets it, there would have been little controversy between us. 

The main point at issue between us now is, not whether I have a right to 
interest myself in Palestine, but whether it would not be better for me just 
now to conceal or suppress my interest lest I involuntarily help the Zionist 
movement. Against this paradoxical view I must continue to protest. There 
were those who loved Zion before Dr. Herzl. and they will love it when Dr. 
Herzl rises from his dream. I see no reason why I must dissemble my love for 
Zion till Dr. Herzl wakes up. 

Mr. Zangwill does not perceive that the time has come for Jews to rescue the 

love of Zion from the politicians. I frankly admit that if. the alternative to 
Zionism were hatred or indifference to Zion, I should have less difficulty than 
Mr. Zangwill has to decide whether to be an adherent of the new fs. IT regard 
my love for Zion as my best protection against Zionism. 
I need hardly say that Iam not now tackling the main problem. Love for 
Zion is neither the whole nor the central principle of Judaism. But I rather 
think that readers must be tired of my views on Zionism, and this, not 
discourtesy, is the reason why I do not reply to Mr. Samuel Levy. 

There is just one detail. I have not proposed a new colony at Moza. Mr. 
Zangwill’s epigram would have been equally alliterative but more pointless had 
he named the right place, Modin. But this slip really typifies the whole difference 
between Mr. Zangwill and myself. Modin was the starting-place of one of the 
greatest movements in the world’s history, a movement which has not yet ended. 
With all sincerity, I submit that there is a considerable difference between 
suggesting a colony at Modin and one at most other places beginning with the 
letter M. | | 

But Mr. Zangwill’s trenchant criticisms, added to other considerations, warn 
me that if I persist in the heresy of a colony at Modin, I may wreck the whole 
idea of a memorial to Judas the Maccabee. To propose a new colony at the 
present time is to cry in the desert, with very little chance of transforming the 
desert into a garden. Practical colonisers have fairly overwhelmed me with their 
appalling estimates of the costs, pecuniary and political, of founding and main- 
taining a settlement such as I momentarily contemplated. It is, perhaps, 
just to recall that I expressly said in my speech that a Maccabean Memorial has 
no necessary connection with a colony at Modin, or anywhere else. I mentioned 
a colony, because I abhor the notion that a suitable monument to Judas 
Maccabeeus can be made merely of lifeless stone. The Memorial must be 
associated with life, with that Jewish life which the Maccabees saved from 
extinction. I have no heart for any but a vital testimony. Now, while I have 
been met with much opposition as regards the colony, the Memorial has found 
wide sympathy. Hence it has become necessary to seek some other than the 
colonial plan for a living Maccabean Memorial. Iam glad to state that some 
excellent suggestions have been made, and these will be published when they are 
ripe. I am hopeful that Mr. Zangwill may be able to lend the weight of his 
genius to some of these suggestions. But the last thing that he, or I, would wish 
is that, in the cloud raised by our differences in detail, our essential agreements 
should be lost sight of.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


Sir,—Although it may be said that the Conference on Jewish Education 
held last week concluded without any very great results having been achieved, 
one important fact will undoubtedly be brought home to the community, and 
that isthe failure of the Jewish Voluniers Schools, as at present conducted, 
to provide adequate instruction in Hebrew religion. Mr. Israel Abrahams 
asserted this almost at the outset of the Conference, but his statement met with 
the utmost opposition from almost everyone present. Yet Mrs. N.S. Joseph’s 
admirable Paper was only a re-echo of Mr. Abrahams’s statement, although, while 
he niga Bema g te the fact, the lady proceeded to give figures proving his asser- 
tion. en it is proved that 70 per cent. of the boys attending the Jews’ Free 
School, the Jewish Voluntary School par excellence, find the instruction in Hebrew 
80 inadequate there that they have to attend Chedarim or the Talmud Torah 
Classes after their. school hours, an indictment is raised here against 
the Hebrew instruction given at the Free School that will require 
a eat deal of answering. It is no use to rail against the 
Chedarim, and say their system of teaching is bad and the conditions under 
which the children are taught are not of the best. The parents want a Jewish 
education for their children, and they are forced therefore to give the child 
unnecessary long hours of work, and no time to rest his brain; or allow him to 
grow up devoid of Hebrew knowledge. When we have Mr. Bowman, the vice- 
master of the Free School, saying that 1,400 out of 2,000 boys there go to 
Chedarim or Talmud Torah classes after school hours, no more complete 
indictment of the Hebrew teaching at this great institution could be formulated. 
Understand, the parents are not forced to provide their children with this extra 
instruction, and work their little brains when they should be resting or playing. 
It is only the certain knowledge that without these great sacrifices the child 
would grow up with hardly any knowledge of Hebrew whatever that makes so 
large a proportion of the parents go to this expense of extra tuition, and submit 
their children to so great a strain upon their frail bodies and minds. Chedarim and 
the Talmud Torah classes supply the want that the Voluntary Schools fail to 
provide for, and they are a blessing to the community, All the arguments in 
the world will not restrain a Jewish father and mother from doing something, 
the neglect of which they feel would result in their children giving up anything 
but Jews. The statement of Dr. Schorstein as to the weak and sickly condition 
of some of the poor Jewish children whom he sees at the London Hospital is 
unhappily too true, but the Chedarim are not to blame for this. It is the 
necessity of sleeping in a small room with six or seven other persons, it is the 


insufficiency of food and clothing that the poor mites suffer from, that stunts 
their growth, blanches their cheeks, and warps their poor little bodies. Have 
proper J ewish instruction at the Jewish Voluntary Schools, see that the teachers 
are specialists in Hebrew, and not men who have to be proficient in every other 
branch of learning except this, and then there will be a chance of weaning a 

rtion of the Jews from sending their children to these “ unauthorised” 
institutions.

THE CHEDER IN THE PROVINCES. 


Sir,—The Conference which has just taken place has caused so much light to 
bear upon many most important questions that the gratitude of every one of us 
is due to the Rev. 8. Singer, and to those who assisted him in bringing matters 
as far as they have already gone. 

As a teacher of many years’ varied experiences, I beg to be allowed to join 
in the correspondence, that I think must now arise, over these momentous issues 
in the religious training of our young. The Conference has succeeded in placing 


before us the evils of our system ; it has suggested remedies, and, of course, it 


could do no more at this initiatory stage. It has shown how great is the neces- 
sity for close attention to the details of our children’s 2 a, ge education, and a 
great step forward has been taken. It would surely be ni, yg if the 
awakened interest were now allowed to wane, if the months go by and nothing 
yah is done to give a practical turn to the speeches and to the discussions upon 
them. 

In the apeee of a short letter it is impossible to touch upon more than one of 
the many subjects under discussion, and, naturally, I turn to the one that has by 
its undoubted importance overshadowed all the others, at least for the moment. 
I allude to the troublesome question of ‘the Chedarim.” We have all, at one 
time or another, fallen foul of these institutions, but few were prepared for the 
alarming statistics so ably presented by Mrs. N.S. Joseph. We knew that the 
East End of London contained them in large numbers, but it came as a matter 
of surprise, and, I think, consternation, to find that they were piled one upon 
another in certain districts, so that nearly a hundred could be counted within a 
radius of as many yards. | a 

I come to the real purport of my letter when I say that in my opinion the 
Cheder, generally speaking, is the cause of incalculable mischief amene us; that, 
so long as it casts its influence on every side, our Judaism, must degenerate. 
Foreign prejudices must be strengthened, and “ Ethical Teaching,” 80 judiciously 
insisted on by the Chief Rabbi, is almost an impossibility. 

These facts are the easier perceptible in provincial congregations where the 
secession, even for a short time, of a portion of the foreign element is a matter 


which, when viewed from its financial aspects, may tend to place the congrega- 


tion ina quandary. Hence the lovers of the Cheder and its methods can ever 
wield a sharp-edged sword. 
Translated into the vernacular, their complaint runs somewhat in the 
following strain : ‘“ We do not admire the Chief Rabbi’s Code. Of what value 
is Ethical Teaching? Of what usé is it to be enabled to translate our prayers 
into English? Time enough for Religion! The Siddur and the Becken-Steller 
are the books to be studied, and the language in which the instruction is 
imparted should be Yiddish.’ Of course the programme is not identi- 


cally the same in every town, but, broadly-speaking, it is as I have 


stated. And the result is that the parent, prejudiced as he is, looks 
askance at the Congregational Religion Classes. He is dissatisfied because, 
although his boy is eight years old, and has attended the schools five years, he 
cannot translate the Sedrah of the week, and the Rashi pertaining to it, into his 
beloved jargon. 7 

Yes, Sir, the parent is a prejudiced individual; the only language that 
a to him in any manner is Yiddish. Let the pupil understand every word 
of his prayers ; let him be acquainted with all that is required of him from our 
Englis int of view, still there is nothing but contempt emanating from the 
parent, for after all it isn’t Yiddish. It is a common enough thing to find a 


child oscillating between the Cheder and the Congregational Classes, staying 


about three months in either and then going back to his or his father’s 


old love. When he leaves the Cheder he reads Hebrew rapidly with a fearful 


and wonderful accent, but he has forgotten all else. : 

It may be that my provincial experiences are more painful than that of other 
Jewish ministers; but I think, if an investigation were made,it would be found 
that little if any good can be spoken of the provincial Cheder. 

I may be od iachpirrighbs but to my mind it is painful to see children taught 
anything in England with jargon as the means of tuition. a 

The Cheder is a foreign institution, and it is brought over to England 
together with the other unenviable habits we meet with in its adherents, but the 
cause of its survival and of its strength is the general dissatisfaction with 
English methods. 

Alas, Sir, I could go on almost indefinitely, but I must not lengthen my 
remarks inordinately. The Conference has decided that the Cheder should not be 
ended, but mended. No other conclusion could have been arrived at, for it is 
impossible to end the Cheder. It is a firmly-established evil, ever at 
variance with our Anglicized ways and doctrines, and its supporters are numeri- 
cally in an enormous majority. They are to be mended, but how the mending 
is to be accomplished, how the prejudices are to be removed are questions 
that are almost impossible of solution. - she. 

Professor Graetz somewhere in his wonderful “ History of the Jews” tells 
us that there is no English Judaism, it is Polish. It is even so. We have allowed 

. the ritual and all that pertains to it to remain Polish too long, and we must not 
evince surprise now at finding that the Cheder cannot be uprooted.

Anti-Jewish Excesses in Galicia. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


Since the proclamation of Martial law comparative quiet reigns in Galicia 
Here and there small outbreaks still occur, but none of them are of an extensive 
character. he Government only took severe measures when the Jews 
had nothing left to be despoiled of, and the objects of prey became the Poles 
themselves. The Martial law has affected the anti-Semitic press, which had 
‘neited the populace to the outrages, and also the Socialists’ papers. The 
Conservative Czas is loud in its praises of the new order of things, because the 
Socialist propaganda becomes nigh impossible and this is very natural. For 
after the success of the Socialists at the elections, the Conservatives cried that 
anti-Semitism was the best remedy for Socialism. The Conservatives can now, 
if they care to, convince themselves of the disastrous results of playing 
with fire. Hofrath v. Laskowski, the District Chief of Cracow. is now in 
Lemberg for the purpose of extending Martial law to Lemberg if necessary. 
The local Government Is opposed to this, but the Central Authority in Vienna is 
of opinion that the anti-Semitic press can only be silenced if such steps are taken. 
Further batches of . prisoners continue to arrive in Cracow. The anti-Semitic 
papers of that city, Glos Narody and Grzmot, were confiscated on Friday last. 

Businessis at a complete standstill, and the Chambers of Commerce of the 
various towns are inundating the Government with petitions for speedy relief: 
A large number of bankruptcies are expected in consequence of the events of 
the past few weeks, 

in well-informed circles the belief is expressed that the drafting of the 
military into the affected districts will not quell the disturbances altogether. 
The abolition of the reign of the nobles is energetically demanded as the only 
remedy. As already pointed out in last week’s Jewisu Citrontcie, the Jews 
are the scapegoats of the nobles, and to strengthen this the sensational statement 
is circulated that the Galician Government was in the first place responsible for 
the tragic excesses, and the authorities were helped by their close friends, tie 
Stojalowski party. The authorities at Lemberg would not have raised a finger 
to assist the unfortunate Jews had it not been that excesses were commenced 
avainst the Polish landowners themselves. | 

~ It has been ascertained beyond doubt that well-to-do people aided the 
plunder, and goods have been found in their houses and places of business. 

As may be imagined, the distress is very great. Families who were formerly 
well-to-do have been reduced to beggary, and the misery of those poverty- 
stricken Jews who have lost the little they had is terrible to behold. Even bread 
is lacking, and the unhappy victims of Galician brutality are starving. The 
Reichsrath and Landtagsabgordnete, as well as the Councils of the communities 
of Cracow and Lemberg, have opened a fund and issued an appeal for immediate 
support, 


THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


A conference of friends of colonization, convened by the Ahavath Zion 
Society of Tarnow (Galicia), will be held at the end of July at Kattowicz. The 
Society is circularising all Zionists to work in favour of colonization, and the 
principal discussion at the conference will be the action to be taken by 
Colonization Societies at the forthcoming Basle Congress.

The Cemetery at Plashet. 


The Council adopted a recommendation of the Executive Committee to 
accept an offer to take on a building lease two plots of land forming part of the 
frontage of Plashet Cemetery for a term of 99 years at a ground-rent of £200 
per annum, 

The Hambro’ Synagogue. 

The Executive Committee reported as to the source whence the £4,000 
required for the re-erection of the Hambro’ Synagogue was to come, that the 
rent hitherto received from the Commercial Road site, amounting to £1,312, 
should be applied towards that purpose together with the rent for 1898, about 
£375, and that the balance should be obtained by selling out stock. 

- This recommendation was unanimously adopted by the Council. 
Marriage Authorisation Pees, 

Mr. Stuart M. SAMUEL, President of the Western Synagogue, addressed a 
letter, on behalf of the local Board of Management, pointing out that the Western 
Synagogue was no longer in a sufficiently Goll eh position to continue the 
annual payment of £25 towards the Chief Rabbi's Fund, and the fee of one 
guinea for marriage authorisation, but that the members of the Western Syna- 
vogue were Willing to contribute £10 per annum and to pay 10s. 6d. for marriage 
authorisation. After some discussion, the Peooaten stich of the Executive 
Committee that the offer should be accepted was agreed to, 

The Proposed Jewish Industrial School. 

Mr. Lovuts Davipson, the Chairman of the Visitation Committee, moved the 
adoption of aseries of recommendations that were submitted bythe Visitation 
Committee for acceptance by the Council. The recommendations were to the 
effect that a certified Industrial School for Jewish boys should be established, with 
accommodation for from 60.to 80 boys, at an approximate cost of £10,000. Mr. 
Davidson laid particular emphasis upon the fact that within the last seven months 
several Jewish boys who hia been charged before the magistrates had been 
begged off in consequence of there being no Industrial School which could receive 
them, and that the lack of such an institution had been made the subject of severe 
comment on the part of the magistrates. 

Mr. N.S. JoserH vigorously opposed the adoption of the recommendations. 
In his judgment the Visitation Committee had not exhausted allf the resources 
at its disposal in seeking to find an Industrial School that would fadmit Jewish 
boys. There were 144 Industrial Schools in the British Empire, but the Visita- 
tion Committee had not approached anything like that number -of institutions. 
The idea of forming a separate Industrial School for Jews was a blunder, and it 
was his object to prevent 1t from becoming a gigantic blunder. He had investigated 
the actual facts regarding the evil with which the Visitation Committee pro- 
posed to deal, and had found that since 1800 the total number of Jewish boys 
detained in Industrial Schools was 30. During those eight years the maximum 
number under detention at any one time was 33. Of those boys five had been 
charged with being beyond the control of their parents, ten with the terrible 
crime of begging, nine for the still more terrible crime of wandering, twelve for 
being in bad company, twelve for stealing, and one for felony The Visitation 
Committee had stated that they proposed to minimise the risk of imposition on 
the part of parents desiring to shirk the responsibility of rearing their children, by 
enforcing the maintenance charge of 5s. ‘gd week which the Government 
sanctioned. But from enquiries that he had made it appeared that the total 
amount recovered from parents whose children were in Industrial Schools was 
on an average about 43d. per child per week. He submitted that there reall 
was no need for the establishment of a special Industrial School for Jewis 
boys, and even if there were he had yet to learn that the Jewish communit 
was expected to provide the State with prisons. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Josep 
then proceeded to criticise in detail the report presented by the Visitation 
Committee, and eventually suggested that if the Committee was bent upon 
trying the experiment of a separate school, it should limit its expenditure by 
renting a house instead of erecting a new building. He moved that the report 
should be referred back for further consideration. 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY seconded the amendment. | 

Owing to the lateness of the hour, the further discussion of the subject 
was adjourned, on the motion of Mr, Feiix Davis. 

Mr. Wo.tr Myers mentioned that several matters of urgency connected 
with the New and Bayswater Synagogues had been considered by the Building 
Committee ; and it was agreed informally that these matters should be left in 
the hands of Mr. Myers to deal with as he might consider advisable under the 
circumstances. 

The Building Committee was authorised to improve the ventilation of the 
Council Chamber. | :

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FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


An important debate on the Dreyfus question is pending in the French 
Chamber as we go to press. It is to be provoked by M. Castelin, the same 
deputy whose much earlier interpellation led to the manufacture of the letter 
“ say nothing of the relations which we have had with that Jew,” which appeared so 
convincing to the Generals into whose power France has temporarily fallen. 


- Madame Dreyfus has made formal application to the Minister of Justice to 
bring up to the Court of Appeal, in order that it should be quashed, the judg- 
ment of the Court-martial against her husband. This request is based upon the 
communication of secret documents to the Court-martial in the absence | of the 
accused in contravention of Section 101 of the Military Code. M. Sarrien, the 
Minister, has informed /e Temps that Madame Dreyfus’s request contains no 
proof of the allegation on which it is founded. He has, however, set himself to 
examine the official papers in connection with the matter, which are extremely 
voluminous, and will probably make a declaration in the course of the debate. 


Commandant Walsin-Esterhazy was detected by Colonel Picquart as the 
author of the bordereau, and as in frequent communication with the German 
Embassy. Colonel Picquart fulfilled merely an official duty in repeating his 
discovery to General Gonse; and in offering to give evidence on the 
subject he did that which no honest man could decline. Esterhazy 
had the effrontery to challenge him to a duel. Colonel Picquart 
had given ample proof of his coolness as a duellist by scientifically 

inking in the arm Colonel Henry, formerly his colleague at the Intelligence 
De artment, thus disarming his antagonist while avoiding the infliction of any 
disfiguring or dangerous wound. Picquart was challenged by Esterhazy, but did 
not choose to fight him. Neither judge nor witnesses have to engage in 
~ mortal combat with the offenders they expose, and Esterhazy is for other reasons 
disentitled to what is called “ the satisfaction of a gentleman.” Walsin-Ester- 
hazyjon Sunday afternoon saw Picquart in the street. and rushing up behind him, 
aimed a murderous blow at his head with a thick stick. Piequart turned just in 
time to receive the blow on his left arm. With a light walking-stick he returned 
the attack. Esterhazy lost his hat, picked it up, and ran intoa wine-shop, Picquart 
remained master of the field of battle. He made a formal report to a policeman, 
and obtained the evidence of a working-man who had seen the occurrence. 
Esterhazy was accompanied by a Quartermaster of Dragoons. Esterhazy 
hastened to send to an evening paper (/e Sovr, directed by M. Pollonnais, a 
journalist of Hebrew origin, who, hike M. Arthur Meyer and M. Ellissen, is in the 
anti-Dreyfus camp) a false account of the occurrence. The story we have adopted 
is in the main that established by the enquiries of /e 7emps and /e Svécle, and 
accepted by the correspondent of the times. According to Commandant 
Walsin-Esterhazy's own account he was the aggressor, and beat Colonel Picquart 
“ like a dog.” Yet it seems that, although the latter has made a formal Soinplaiat: 
Esterhazy is not to be punished. ! 


M. Jaur’s is continuing to speak in the provinces in favour of the revision 
of the Dreyfus trial. The splendid eloquence of the Socialist orator is devoted 
to bringing home to popular audiences the truth about the condemnation. 


~The National Reriew for July contains an article on “ The Military Terror in 
France,” by Mr. L. J. Maxse, its editor, in which Mr. Conybeare’s earlier article 
is summarized, and the degradation of M. Joseph Reinach, practically a civilian, 
but, like all Frenchmen under the age of 45, also’a member of the reserve force. 
is related. M. Reinach’s deposition from his rank as captain was. as our readers 
know, founded on his having published copious extracts from Mr. Conybeare’s 
article. M.Maxse thus recapitulates the main ‘abn of the first article :-—In 
1894 Captain Dreyfus, an unpopular Jew, was rashly assumed to be the traitorous 
author of the bordereau, and illegally convicted by means of a trick. 
In 1897 the French War Office realized that Esterhazy had written the 
document for which Dreyfus had been transported. but elected to protect 
the traitor rather than confess their own crime. The German Government 
possesses documents (in the handwriting of the -bordercan, delivered 
to the German Military Attaché in Paris, by Esterhazy, after Dreyfus was 
transported) which will enable the Germans, at their own convenience, to ruin 
the reputation of the French Headquarters’ Statt. by showing that for their own 
interest they kept an innocent man in prison after they became aware of his 
innocence. M. Reinach, in quoting this article, dwelt on the moral force which 
Bismarck gained by being able to publish on the outbreak of the German-French 
struggle in 1870 the astonishing memorandum of M. Benedetti, the French Ambas- 
sador, in which the partition of Belgium was proposed, and he urged that the danger 
was again as great. The character of the French General Sta 
with its countrymen, were at the mercy of Germany if the Staff itself did not 
hasten to do justice. Ina letter which M. Reinach is supposed to have read 
to his judges, Mr. Conybeare acknowledged the authorship of the article. 
He added, “ I am assured that Colonel Schwarzkoppen will not deny that he made 
a monthly allowance of 2,000 francs to his usual informant, Commandant 
Esterhazy. I can assure you that the French Staff is threatened with the 
ublication by foreign newspapers of the facsimile of the documents sold by 
isterhazy to Colonel Schwarzkoppen and which are all in hisown handwriting. I 
can assure you that this contingency nearly came about in the month of Febuary 
of the prevent year, and that the sword of Damocles is still suspended over the 
head of the Staff. A sincere friend of France, I pray God that the officers of 
the Staff may act wisely while it is yet time and give proof of the qualities of 
justice and courage which have ever been the eminent traits of the French 
Army.” The answer of the Court of Inquiry was to deprive M. Reinach of his 
rank. Mr. Maxse asks whether this does not establish a new form of government 
in France. Does it not make the military a law unto themselves? Does it not 
give them a censorship over the civil population until the latter has attained 
middle age? The landmarks of the Repu ig ane, he concludes, being systemati- 
cally swept away, one by one, 


From a letter addressed to /’Aurore, and signed by X.Y.Z., who, as the 
body of the document shows, must be an officer of the Army, it appears that M. 
Du Paty de Clam, a good many days after the degradation of Captain Dreyfus, 
told some friends of his that, in spite of his eager endeavours, he was unable to 
obtain, either only or indirectly, any avowal from the prisoner. “Still,” he 
added at the time, “ | firmly believe in his guilt.” | 


“ Une Erreur Judiciaire,” is the title of a play which was placed on the stage 
of a Parisian theatre in the evening of June 21st. The piece was not of great 
value, and the performance passed without incidents, save the few hisses which 
_ attended it at the end on the part of some ten anti-Dreyfusard spectators. 


. M. Duclaux, the Director of the Institut Pasteur, has published in pamphlet 

form his contribution to the Journal du Palais, bearing as title, “ Avant le 
Procés,” and Bruneti¢re’s paper in the Revue des Deux Mondes, in 
which the latter blamed M. Zola’s action, and to some extent justified the anti- 
J ewish agitation. Sixty centimes is the price of the small volume. The Paris 
firm, Stock, has issued a popular edition of “ Le Procés Zola,” consisting of 
upwards of a thousand pages to be had for two francs. 


M. Charles Ferzac writes in le Siécle, that‘on the day after the parade for

It was stated in the report that a letter had been received from the 
British Consul at Jerusalem, informing the Committee that permission to 
excavate in Palestine had again been granted by the Sultan, and that arrange- 
ments have been made for commencing excavations on sites in the neighbourhood 
of Tell-es-SAfi (supposed site of Gath) about midway between Jerusalem and 
Ashkelon. The cost of these researches will be about £100 a month, and funds 
are needed in order that the work may be done quickly and efficiently.

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A VISIT TO BERLIN. 


_LBY AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT, | 


The Berlin Jewish community, with its historical reminiscences, the 
community of Moses Mendelssohn, and the centre from which culture spread to. 
the whole of European Jewry, in a greater or in a less degree, must always 
interest those of us to whom the stability and progress of Judaism are not 
indifferent. The general opinion of German J udaism in England is that it is lax 
and careless and antagonistic to tradition. The writer had an opportunity of 
visiting Berlin some few weeks ago, and proposes here to describe his visits to 
the synagogues and some of the communal institutions, 

The Berlin Jewish community is one of the largest Jewish communities in 
Europe. It numbers nearly 90,000 souls, that is to say, about 5 per cent. of the 
‘nhabitants, but the Jewish population would not be nearly so foreign as the 
Jewish population of London or Leeds or Manchester. The number of poor 
immigrants which free England welcomes would not be allowed to enter 
Germany. And we consequently may say that, taken asa whole, the German 
Jewish communities are more cultured than the English. 

Now, although there is doubtless in Germany laxity and faithlessness, 
though many turn their backs upon the religion of their fathers, there is really 
nothing to cause alarm as to the future of Judaism. One always deplores 
apostasy, especially apostasy which has no conviction for its motive. But there 
- is certainly a very large number indeed in the German Jewish. communities who 
are deeply attached to their ancestral faith, and I was told on all sides in Berlin 
that there was a “reges religiéses Leben” there which had distinctly developed 
since the anti-Semitic movement, and I could not help perceiving myself many 
signs of such a life. 


On Friday evening I attended the service in the very beautiful synagogue in 
the Lindenstrasse. The synagogue is one of the synagogues of the ‘“com- 
munity,” and the service, like that in the chief synagogue, in the Oranienburger- 
strasse, is not orthodox, although one hasnot nearly the same feeling of difference 
between that and a real orthodox synagogue as one experiences in attending an 
English unorthodox service. There is an organ, a full choir, which is mixed, and 
few German prayers and hymns, and the Haphtarah in 
German. The real difference in the Prayer-book lies in the very con- 
sistent and absolute erasure of all prayers which relate to the Temple service 
and to Jerusalem. Anything which seems like a prayer for national restoration 
is studiously omitted, The law is read in a cycle of three years, but otherwise 
there are no changes. There is no suggestion whatever of rejecting traditional 
Judaism. There is, of course, a Chazan. The second days of Festivals are 
observed. This is no Shibboleth in Germany, as it is unfortunately made by 
too many in England. The deep-meaning custom of calling to the Law forms 
part of the service. The synagogue was full on Friday evening. The service 
was distinctly bright and hearty. The congregation joined in the responses, and 
one felt that the service was welcomed by the worshippers. 

On the Sabbath morning I attended the service in the so-called ‘Alte Syna- 
goge,’ in the Heidereuter Gasse, where I had the privilege of being called to 
the Law. This synagogue, like the new synagogues, is a communal syna- 
gogue, and the Rabbis of the community officiate in turn in the various 
synagogues. No Rabbi has a special synagogue. He is Rabbi of the community, 
and sometimes officiates in one synagogue, and sometimes in the other. The 
service in the Alte Synagoge is orthodox. There are a few special prayers in 
(rerman—the prayer for the Emperor-King, a prayer for the congregation, for 
the sick, for mourners, and for boys who are Barmitzvah.. |The synagogue was 
crowded, and extra seats had to be provided for the worshippers. Ihad the good 
fortune to hear Dr. Maybaum preach. The sermon was eloquent, and enthusiasti- 
cally delivered, and the congregation listened attentively. The sermon was anti- 
_Lionistic, I thought too anti-Zionistic, at least for myself. I may disagree with 

the present Herzl-Nordau scheme, I may agree with one prophet, that “we shall 
not be redeemed by money,” but still heartily concur with the words of another 
which we read on the Sabbath before the great national Fast, and which the 
prophet did not intend to be taken figuratively: “ Zion shall be redeemed with 
judgment, and her converts with righteousness.” Dr. Maybaum is really a great 
preacher. He reminded me very much of the late Dr. Joel, of Breslau. He is 
not, I think, quite so brilliant, but his delivery is better, owing to the possession 
of a more powerful and pleasing voice. 

On the Sabbath afternoon I was present at the service in the Oranienburger. 
Strasse, where a “ Jugendgottesdienst’’ was held. Each congregational synagogue 
has a children’s service alternately. The service consists mainly of the Mincha, 
but there are German prayers. The Chazan, the choir and the organ were at 
their best. Dr. Stier preached a sermon appropriate to children. It is an 

excellent custom at the children’s service to call to the Law and distribute the 
Mitzvoth to boys in rotation. In this way they feel that they are actually taking 
part in the service. They always remember the Berachoth, and learn always to 
consider themselves members of the great community of Israel. The synagogue 
in the Oranienburgerstrasse seats nearly 3,000, and the synagogue did not look 
full, although there were about 600 children present. It occurred to me that such 
children’s services on Sabbath afternoons might well be introduced into England, 

On Sunday, I attended the service of the Reform community in the Johannes 
Strasse, Everything is done there to attract those who have no affection for 
traditional Judaism. Everything like “ Orientalism” is carefully eschewed. The 
head is uncovered, the whole service is practically in German, male and female 
Worshippers sit in the body of the synagogue, though on different sides 
of the building. The service lasted certainly not above an hour, There were 
four officiating ministers, so that monotony might be avoided. Still, the service 
itself seemed to me dull and uninteresting, and it was not very well attended. The 
sermon was preached by Dr. Levin. It was an intelligent, rational sermon, not 
anti-or thodox, with quotations from the Jewish Midrashim, but it struck me as 
being cold and unemotional, a marked contrast to the sermons I had 
heard the preceding day. I do not think that this is to be altogether attributed 
to the preacher. It is difficult to preach warmly at a cold service. I called on 
the following day on the preacher, who received me most courteously. I asked 
what was the principle of the synagogue, and I was told that the principle on 
which it was founded was the non-binding character of the ceremonial law. Dr. 


Levin told me that but few of his members attended except on the New Year 
and the Day of |Atonement, and I heard that those who were present on the 
Sunday were mostly: strangers, like myself, who visited the Temple from 
curiosity. Dr. Levin seemed to be not antipathetic to traditional Judaism. 
There was nothing, he said, to prevent the preacher from keeping the Sabbath 


and even any member of the congregation from doing so, and some members still 


observed the circumcision. There was no intention, he told me, to attempt to 
make propaganda so as to cause a schism in other communities. This, 
in combination with the other fact that no one is accepted as a 
member who has seceded from the general community seemed to me_ very 
praiseworthy. I tried to find out whether Berlin Reform was serving a useful! 
purpose in the Jewish economy. I was told by some that it was the means of 
retaining within the commutiity ‘some of the “feinere Kreise,” others told me 
that it was used as a stepping-stone to the church by lax Jews. I cannot 
decide. Both statements are probably true. Every human institution has its 
uses and its abuses. The synagogue has been established over fifty years, but 
while the Berlin community has increased tenfold, this synagogue makes no 
real progress. In fact, there is no other synagogue like it in the whole of 


Germany, from Metz to Memel, or in the whole of Europe. It is worth noticing 


that while the second | days are abolishe# generally in this synagogue, the 


_ second day of the New Year is observed. I was much pleased to hear from Dr. 


Levin that he, even against the wishes of his congregation, absolutely refused 
to officiate at a mixed marriage. This was a true constructive reform in the spirit 
of Ezra and Nehemiah. | 
During my stay in Berlin the question of a Sunday service for the community 
was being warmly discussed. Putting the religious question on one side, it wag 
felt that it would be a failure. It was urged that there was already. one Sunday 
service in Berlin, and that the Reform community welcomed non-members at 


its service, and that the petitioners should attend there, as there would be plenty 


of room. It was urged in reply that it grated upon the feelings of many to 


attend even a Sunday service in a synagogue with uncovered heads, and that a_ 


more orthodox service on a Sunday with a Chazan might bea success. I 
cannot help thinking that the representatives of the Berlin community acted 
rightly in listening to their Rabbis and not granting the request. I understood 
that the communal Rabbis were ready to resign, if the request had been 
acceded to. It was felt that a ministerial crisis, a reaction against all progress. 
would be too much risk to run for a doubtful experiment. 

The communal religion classes were very interesting, and seemed to be doing 


good work. The Principal, who is an excellent and interesting teacher, told me- 


that since the Minister of Public Instruction insisted upon all children presenting 

a certificate that they had received due religious instruction, there were but few 

Jewish children who were brought up with absolutely no religion. At the classes 

under the actual supervision of the community, there were at least five hours in 

each week devoted to religious instruction, I felt discontented with the work dono" 
in our English synagogue religion classes, Altogether in Germany there is a greater 

love for knowledge, as knowledge, than in England, and the earlier hour at which 

people rise makes the day seem longer. I heard, however, that there was a fall- 
ing off in the study of Hebrew, but the Principal told me that the Barmitzvah 

ceremony—and this ceremony was held in great favour by parents—would always 
necessitate a knowledge, however moderate, of the sacred language. 

The synagogue accommodation in Berlin is not sufficient for the community, 
but Betsile are arranged by the community for the high festivals; a come 
munal synagogue is in course of erection in the West End, in the Liitzowstrasse 
and the building of another is in contemplation. 

I was sorry to hear that Dr. Hildesheimer was in bad health, and I was there’ 
fore prevented from putting myself in communication with the leader of the 
orthodox dissident party. The general opinion was that, though this party was 
reactionary, it was zealous and enthusiastic. 


The Jewish charitable institutions in Berlin are many, and the Jews are 


liberal with large sums. 
In conclusion, I may say that I went to Berlin rather prejudiced against the 
Berlin Jewry. I left it conscious that though there was backsliding, one had no 
reason to be disheartened about the future of traditional Judaism.

The late Mr. Lewis Emanuel. 


The CHAIRMAN said: Since our last annual meeting the hand of death has 
again been busy, and we have to begin our proceedings to-day by deploring the 
loss of a most earnest and esteemed member of the Council of our Association. 
Mr. Lewis Emanuel was a fine example of that most valuable type of English- 
- men who combine the hard work of an honourable profession with constant ser- 

vices to their city, their country and their religious community. So much of the 
work which he did was so quietly and unobtrusively performed that I fancy 
many persons on reading the memoir of his life in the “JeWisH CHRONICLE ” 
will ‘uve been astonished at its amount and its variety. I, myself, have worked 
with Mr. Emanuel, not only on the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
but also on the Committee of the Infant Schools, where his untimely death has 


been most sincerely lamented, both by the Managers and by many a member of, 


the staff to whom he was personally known. Here at the Anglo-Jewish Associa: 


tion he was a link between our body and the Board of Deputies, the business of ' 


which he conducted with such conspicuous ability. The good understanding and 
cordial relations between the Deputies and ourselves were, if not due to, at all 
events, maintained and fostered by, his courtesy and genial tact. His speeches 
and suggestions at our Council were always marked by modesty and intelli- 
gence. All who worked with him must have been struck by his earnest single- 
mindedness, and all will join with me in deploring the loss of so unselfish and 
’ kindly a colleague and a friend. He died at his work, even perhaps as a true 
worker might, for himself at any rate, desire to die. It remains for us to 
honour his memory, and to offer the homage of our condolence and of our sym- 
pathy to his sorrow-stricken family in the awful calamity which has befallen 
them. | 

Mr. B. Kiscu said that having been associated with the late Lewis Emanuel 
on the Committees of various institutions he was able to confirm, from personal 
knowledge, every word that had been said by the Chairman regarding his 
earnestness and zeal in the work he undertook. He well remembered when, in 
the early days of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Mr. Emanuel, amongst others, 
was asked to become a member, how some of the members of the Board of 
Deputies had reproached him, believing that the work of the Association would 
intrench to some extent upon what the Board of Deputies regarded as their 
own. The indignant reply that Mr. Emanuel gave to those reproaches indicated 
how well he understood the separateness of the functions of the two bodies. 
It was needless to add anything to what had already been said regarding the 
personal qualities of Lewis Emanuel. There could be no doubt that the entire 
community would unite with the Anglo-Jewish Association and the various 
other bodies with which Mr. Emanuel was connected, in deploring his loss. 

A vote of condolence was unanimously adopted, 


The Annual Report. | 
Mr. CLaAubE G. MONTEFIORE, who was cordially received, said: In rising to 
move the adoption of the Annual Report, I do not propose to touch in detail on 
all the various topics mentioned in that valuable and ably drawn-up document : 
-my remarks to-day will be more general in their character. Those who hear me 
will possibly read the Report for themselves ; those who may chance or choose 
to read me in the “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” may perhaps be tempted to turn to it 
for illustrative material and fuller detail. I wish indeed that I could induce many 
persons to study the Report: if it were not for the cost, I should hike to distribute 
it broadcast, if only to see whether the moral which it teaches would in the 
smallest degree be taken to heart. 


Inadequate Support. 


Then perhaps I might not have to state the mournful fact that this 
Association, almost the only body which enables us to show and 
‘to testify to our practical sympathy with our less fortunate brethren in 
faith in other lands—the only body which does so on so broad a platform 
that persons of all views may join in its beneficent work—is in London 
supported by little over 500 persons. Many of these 500, or to be quite accurate, 
525 persons, are members of one and the same family, but even if this were not 
the case, is asum of £765 and a roll of 525 members an adequate support for 
- such a Society as this from the great, the wealthy, and the intelligent Jewish 
community of this gigantic metropolis? I wish I could feel that the fault lay 
_ with your President or your Council in order that it might more readily be 
remedied. Our branches, of which there are now 21 in the United Kingdom and 
14 abroad, give better help to the Association under greater difficulties than 
‘London, the headquarters of the Society, and the meeting-place of its Council. 
I am deeply grateful to the Branches for their zeal and encouragement, but I 
would urge them by no means to rest on their oars. There is no gratitude 
which is so sincerely felt as that form of the emotion which, in the familiar 
words of the adage, depends on a justified sense of favours to come. It is in 
this spirit that I would thank the Branches, and in this spirit I trust that they 
will receive my thanks. I said just now that the broad platform of the Associa- 
tion enables us to appeal to and to work with men of very different views not 
only in politics, but also on matters affecting Jewish interests and on matters of 
religion, And if it may be the duty from time to time of any President to touch 
upon those larger questions which necessarily divide us, bo 4 in touching upon 
them to express courteously but plainly his own individual opinion, this at the 
worst annual divagation and divergence need not, and do’ not, prevent us from 
full agreement as to the value, the necessity and even the methods of our general 


work : they do not prevent me or any future President from upbraiding all Jews, 


without exception, who can afford to support us, but who give us no support 


The Political’? Work. 


_ Ladies and Gentlemen, the so-called political work of our Associa- 
tion has been continued during the past year on accustomed lines. 
Wherever any intervention or representation on our part would be likely to stay 
or lessen any oppression or misunderstanding in ve, goat wit the voice of our 
Foreign Office can usefully make itself heard, our Council, in conjunction with 
the Board of Deputies, have not been idle. It will be seen that such opportu- 


nities have arisen during the year in Persia, in Morocco, and in Palestine. The ‘ 


more meagre our work in this direction can be, the better, it is obvious, shall we 
all be pleased. | | 
Educational Work. 

It is quite otherwise with that other work of our Association, which 
does not depend upon our English Foreign Office—ever ready under each 
successive government, and through the medium of all its officials both at home 
and abroad, to give us help and encouragement—but which depends upon our. 
selves, and ourselves alone. Here the need for work grows, and rightly grows, 
from year to year, It rests with ourselves to say how far it can be extended or 
even adequately maintained. That the field is ripe for the harvest, that good 
crops are obtainable if there is money to pay for their production, none could 
venture to deny. I will not take the meeting through the long list of schools in 
which the 8,020 children towards whose education the Association in greater or 
less degree contributes are now distributed. I will only touch on a few more 
salient topics of special interest. 

Teaching English. — 


It will be noticed by readers of the report that wherever there is 
good evidence that a knowledge of English would be of use to our 
pupils, the Council do their best to encourage and foster the teaching of 
that language. Thus in Salonica English has been introduced into the school 
curriculum during the past year, and we have given an extra grant of £25 for 
this instruction. In the Beyrout school this has also been the case, and we have 
voted an extra £35 grant towards the salary of a competent teacher. There js 
no reason why, as Englishmen, we should not be frankly keen on the teaching of 
English in all cases where to know and to speak English is of real value to those 
who.are taught it, but I would remind all those who are specially interested in 
this branch of our work that it is of necessity a costly matter, inasmuch as the 
chief, and sometimes the only, contributors towards the expenses of English 
must obviously be ourselves, The former most able headmaster of the Beyrout 
school, who has now gone out to plant the banner of education and enlighten- 


-ment in Persia—in other words, to found a school in Teheran—told me, on his 


recent visit to London, that English would in his opinion be ‘a most useful and 
even necessary subject of instruction at the new school. Here, you see, will be 
a new call upon our too modest resources. But the most interesting instance 
of the teaching of English which is now before the notice of the 
Council is at Cairo. It is only reasonable that the great work 
which England is doing in Egypt should be followed and imitated, at 
however great a distance, by the Anglo-Jewish Association. But the 
need of English in the Cairo School has been recognised on the spot, and the 
most generous support has been promised to the cost of a competent English 
teacher. The school itself has offered a contribution of £48 towards the salary, 
and this beginning has been very materially added to by the public spirit and 
wise generosity of M. Felix Suares, a leading member of the Jewish community 
at Cairo, who has promised to make himself responsible for another £60. With 
£108 a year in its pocket, the Council will, I trust, have little difficulty, and will 
incur no very large expense, in discovering and sending out a fully-qualified 
English teacher to fill this important and interesting post. | 


The School at Mogador. 


There are three schools, ladies and gentlemen, in which you naturall 
take a peculiar interest, inasmuch as they are tegen our own schools to whic 
our richer and more powerful sister, the Alhance Israélite, does not 
contribute any portion of the cost. The first of these is the Girls’ 
School at Mogador so ably presided over by our eager and _ intelligent 
friend Mrs. Corcos. Our subvention in 1897 was £110; this year it 1s £175, 
of which £50 represents a permanent increase for the ait of a new 
assistant teacher. The Ladies’ Committee, upon whom the selection of the new 
teacher fell, believe that they have made a peculiarly fortunate choice, for 
Miss Cartwright seemed keenly interested in the new work to which she was 
going, and likely to develop into a valuable and enthusiastic teacher, who will 
well merit the small increase of salary to which in her second year she will 
become entitled. Mrs. Corcos, during her recent visit to London, was able to 
give us ee accounts of the condition and value of her school, and also 
to suggest possible measures (as you will read in another part of the Report) for 
the erection before long of anew Mellah to relieve the appalling overcrowding, 
with all its attendant woes and evils, in the existing Jewish quarter. 


The Evelina School, Jerusalem. 


In Jerusalem, the Evelina School, so generously maintained by the yearly 
donation of £800 from the house of Rothschild, continues to engage the earnest 
attention of the Council and the Ladies’ Committee. The school has recently 
been inspected with great care and thoroughness by my friend Mr. Israel 
Abrahams, who has made a long and detailed report to the Council, full of 
valuable suggestions for its further development and increased efficiency. Mr. 
Abrahams declares that there is no institution in Jerusalem which may be more 

otent for good, and none which is the object of keener interest, than the Evelina 
le Rothschild School. Its general tone, the excellence of its new building, and 
the untiring devotion of Mdlle. Behar, the Head Mistress, he mentions in the 
most laudatory terms. I trust that the paragraph in the report which deals 
with this school will find many readers. : 


Bene Israel School, Bombay. 

The last school to which I will here direct your attention has a 
peculiar claim upon our § mpalny and regard. It is the school of the 
Bene Israel in Bombay. This valuable school, now attended by 192 boys 
and 8) girls, is in a very critical condition owing to want of a proper 
local and of adequate accommodation. It has never possessed the advantage of 
a house of its own, with full security of tenure. It cannot be said that the 
yearly grant made to the school ‘- 5 is very large, though it is large in relation 
to our exiguous income as a whole. A small increase for the present year, and an 
extra grant for conveying the pupils to and'from the school, are due to the heavy 
cost of rent, and to the distance of the present /ocal from the Bene Israel 
quarter. The great requisite for the welfare of the school is, therefore, a new, 
convenient, and permanent habitation close to, or in, that part of the city where 
the children reside. ‘Towards that requisite funds have slowly been collecting. 
The Council some time ago voted £1, from the education fund, and about 
£1,400 has been contributed by individual donors. We were recently informed 
that for a further sum of £3,000 a suitable building could be procured. The 
Council thereupon voted a further grant of £1,000 provided that the remaining 
£2,000 was collected from private sources. Of that £2,000, £1,350 has already 
been promised us. There remains £650, which will, I believe, be met. for the 
moment by a loan from the Education Fund. But this loan must be replaced, 
and I would earnestly appeal to all hearers or readers of this speech to help me 
in replacing it. At Bombay is the only school for which the Anglo-Jewish 
Association is responsible within the British Empire. And I do feel it to be a 


crying shame and scandal that this one school should not be property housed, or — 


that if, at last, it is to be properly housed, the installation an uipment should 
not be adequate and up to date. The school does excellent work ; its President, 


Mr. Haeem Samuel, has for many years shewn the utmost devotion and zeal ; it is - 


surely incumbent on us to do our part to make of this excellent Institution the 

success that it deserves, Our honour as Englishmen is, it seems to me, at 

stake, to secure the welfare and well-being of our Bombay school, 
A Dark Picture. 

I pass now from these brief remarks about the Association’s educational work 

to say a few general words, as is the custom on these occasions, about the

ition and prospects of our brethren in faith throughout the world. It is 
till a dark picture which unfolds itself before our eyes. We have still to 
deplore a con ition of things, which is a disgrace to civilisation and to humanity 
—a condition of things which not only causes infinite distress and irritation to 
thousands upon thousands of fellow men and fellow Jews, but which constitutes 
a positive outrage upon the most fundamental principles of social morality and 
othical religion. Though we Jews of England, France or Germany, may have 
come from the East, at periods in the world’s history after all only a little 
less more remote than those when our Teutonic, Celtic or Latin fellow citizens 
‘ame likewise, we are and we remain proud of our European culture and of our 
Western civilisation and thought. e are, and with few exceptions we wish to 
remain, European in manners, morals and ideas. But our belief in the power 
and reality of this European culture is put to a hard proof, for we seem to see 
‘t break down before our eyes—unable to carry out some of its fairest and most 
fundamental — into the most ordinary and work-a-day practice. When 
we read of Jewish persecutions or of outbreaks of popular passion in such 
countries as Morocco, Persia, or Arabia (in which last locality the condition of 
the Jews in Yemen seems to be most piteous and deplorable), we are pa ae 
to shrug our shoulders, and say what else can we expect in such semi-civilised 
communities? The primary principle that all creeds and races are equal before 
the law, the European conception that men may share in a common culture 
and mingle as equal citizens of a common state, ruling and being ruled, albeit 
they differ in matters of religious belief—this principle and conception are of 
course wanting in_semi-civilised countries which are still four or five centuries 
behind the age. But what about this principle and conception in Europe 
itself? Alas, so far as the members of our own creed and race are concerned, 
we see principle and conception violated all along the line. If Russia and 
Roumania are still to be regarded as only slowly making their way to the civilisa- 
tion-level of our western states, what shall we say of Austria where in Galicia out- 
breaks of anti-Jewish fanaticism have occurred which in their motive and their 
methods recall the bigotry and lawlessness of the Middle Age? What shall we say 
of France, where a certain section of her ag have put the very principles 
of the revolution to mockery and to shame? These things—the condition and 
treatment of the Jews from the Danube to the Seine—constitute a subject of 
mournful reflection or of bitter irony to every lover of freedom and civilisation. 
But, naturally, they dre a source of still graver anxiety and of more peculiar 
interest and sorrow to ourselves, even though we personally have the good 
fortune to be citizens, yes, full and, I trust, honoured citizens, in deed as well as 
in name, of a country the fair fame of which is not tarnished by the taint and 
slur of anti-Semitism. And most of all are these things an anxiety and a deep 
concern to those who, like the Executive of this Society, work, in however 
restricted and humble a manner, for the welfare and thé amelioration of their 
less fortunate brethren in faith in other and distant lands. Weshall ill serve the 
cause of Judaism and of the Jews throughout the world if we always attempt to 
assert, or without assertion to assume, that in every country where anti-Semitism, 
in oné or other of its many forms, exists, the fault is wholly and solely on the 
side of the persecutors, and not in the smallest degree our own. They who shut 
their eyes to their own faults are doubly incurable, and of us, too, it might some- 
times be said in the words of Obed, “ Are there not with you, even with you, sins 
against the Lord your God?” 

Cause and Effect. 

But it is one of the cruellest. results of persecution and disabilities 
that they tend to produce the very evils by which prejudiced and narrow 
minds seek to justify their continuance. A dread interchange of cause and 
effect is brought about. Degradation, social ostracism, grinding poverty, 
political and civic exclusion, all these produce among those who suffer 
them some virtues, but also some defects. And then, adding insult to injury, 
these very defects which only freedom and emancipation can fully cure, which 
are born of persecution and nurtured on fanaticism,:are used as a justification 
to make the yoke of oppression more galling yet. All the more necessary is it 
for those who lead fortunate lives amid prosperous circumstances to cultivate the 
virtues of integrity and simplicity ; all the more necessary for thém to help that 
educational work of such an Association as ours which seeks to train the hand 
and the heart as well as the intelligence and the mind; all the more necessary 
tor them to help to dissociate the community and its every institution from 
those vile persons who grow fat and batten on malpractices, defacing our honour 
and sullying our reputation and our name. 


Panaceas, Good and Bad. 


It is not wonderful that amid the evils of our age, and as a result of the 
persecutions under which we labour, more than one panacea should be invented 
and admired, This is all the more natural when we remember that even in 
many lands where anti-Semitism exists there is a mixture of freedom and dis- 
abilities. Men can write and speak their minds, the wildest proposals can 
be freely discussed, even: in countries where the current of anti-Semitism is 


owing. strongly. Let me say a few words about existing panaceas, both good 
an | 


Colonisation. 


I will touch first upon colonization, which will enable me to say a few words 
on the work of the Jewish Colonisation Association, in which the members 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association are so naturally and legitimately interested. It 
is, think, generally recognised that the Russo-Jewish question, if it is ever 
to be solved, can only be solved in Russia itself. Nevertheless, if even driblets 
of those unfortunate millions, whose sad lot is alluded to in our report, can be 
given the chance of living happier lives elsewhere, it is not only so much the 
better for the driblets, who, after all, are human souls, but probably a little the 
better also for the multitudes that remain behind. You will have read in the 
published report of the Jewish Colonization Association that the colonies in the 
Argentine have succeeded better during the last year, The harvests have on the 
whole been goods the ravages of the locusts comparatively insignificant. The 
condition of the colonies is still capable of improvement, and will, I hope, be 
improved, but I have no reason to suppose that Fre charges gun some of the 
administrators, and the stories of privation and distress which have appeared in 
certain European newspapers, are anything more than wilful and even malignant 
misrepresentations. It may not be possible to increase or extend our Argentine 
colonies at the present time, but I am very far from losing hope in their future.

Despite the prohibition of the Turkish Government, Russian emigrants 
continue to arrive in Palestine, and I fear that as it becomes more widely known 
that the Jewish Colonisation Association is spending money in Palestine, the 
number of these emigrants and the vigour of the Zionistic movement will 
continue to increase. The Jewish Colonisation Association spends money on 
existing colonies or on existing agriculturists only, and I am far from denying 
that some of these colonies will become good colonies or that some of these 
agriculturists are good agriculturists. But these restrictions are easily ignored, 
while all that is remembered is that the Jewish Colonisation Association money 
is obtainable for Palestine. Whether such an employment of our funds is 
against the spirit of our trust I will not discuss, but I can state here, as I have 
stated at the Council of the Jewish Colonisation Association, that to my mind 
the main outlay of the Jewish Colonisation Association should be either in 
Russia itself, if that be possible, or in western countries such as the United 
States or Canada, but not in a land where Russian Jews are de jure not allowed 
to enter, where de fucto they only enter by corruption and bribery, and where 
their constant increase may provoke serious troubles ; not in a land, finally, 
where the money of the Jewish Colonisation Association, unless careful'y 
restricted, may foster a movement which, rightly or wrongly, most of us believe 
to be detrimental to the interests and welfare of the very people whom 
the Jewish Colonisation Association was created to benefit and to serve. 


Education. 


I pass from colonisation to education. The beneficent work which the 
Alliance and the Anglo-Jewish Association are doing in this direction need 
not be again referred to. But to this panacea also the Jewish Coloni- 
sation Association is giving its aid. As i said last year, we move slowly, 
because the difficulties are many, and the chances of error not a few. 
But both in Roumania and Russia I hope that the coming twelve months 
may see useful work achieved or started. There has been a Commission 
in Russia from whom we shall receive before long a detailed report as to 
possibilities of work, which will include, I suppose, large expenditure on 
education in the widest sense of the word—agricultural, technical, and 
commercial. We are aware that it is part of the cruel irony which dogs the 
footsteps of the Jews that even education itself sometimes involves for them a 
peculiar danger. In Russia and Roumania, at any rate, the better education of 
our community, rf not conducted with great tact and skill, may produce a greater 
jealousy. Yet while the panacea of education is at present by no means _ perfect, 
in the long run I am convineed that 1t must work, both among Jew and 
Coristian, for progress and enlightenment, for prosperity and for peace. 


Zionism. 


I have already indirectly alluded to the panacea of nationalism. 
As President of an Association which contains among its loyal workers 
aid supporters men of widely different opinions, I do not desire to say 
a word which could hurt anybody's feelings or susceptibilities. We 
ought to be able to express our own views—nay, it may even be our duty 
to express them—without giving offence, just as we ought to be able to 
hear opinions with which we entirely disagree without being offended. 
As regards Nationalism, then, I will say little more than to record my own 
individual agreement with the clear and statesmanlike utterances of the Chief 
Rabbi, spoken, as many of us will well remember, on the occasion of our last 
annual gathering. We may sympathise with many of the motives which 
animate the Nationalist leaders and with the majority of the rank-and-file. I 
remember well how Dr. Herzl said to me: “If you lived in a city and a country 


where the most unquestioned desire on the part of the Jews to be citizens and | 


patriots has been met by the fury and passion of anti-Semitism, you would 
understand better the genesis and the justification of the Zionist movement.” I 
sympathise with Russian and Roumanian or Austrian Zionists (though I cannot 
fully extend this sympathy to their English and American supporters), but this 
sympathy cannot prevent me from believing that the movement which they have 
inaugurated is not only a blow and an injury to the development of 


Judaism as religion, but will also in the long run _ be pre- 
judicial and deleterious the best ‘interests truest welfare 
of the Jews themselves.: We may deeply deplore the persecution 


and intolerance under which so many of our brethren in faith are suffering, but 
let us keep our heads and judgments cool. The old ideal is not played out : 
temporary recrudescences of intolerance and persecution are hard to bear, but 
‘et by no means unnatural: patience, self-discipline, courage—these should 
he our leaders’ watchwords. The old ideal, I say, is not played out. 
I feel more and more convinced of its value and its truth. That 
old ideal. is that the Jews should form true citizens of many nations, 
while linked together by the purely spiritual bond of a common faith. 
It is a good thing for us, it is a good thing for humanity that there 
should be no exact coincidence between nationality and religion. The 
prejudices and Chauvinism of race and nationality are bad enough, but 
when to them is added the possible intolerance of religion, the result, as we 
see in Russia, may be most deplorable. To be Englishmen, Germans, yes, even 
Russian citizens of the Jewish faith, with no civic and national desires and 
duties except to the country of our birth and adoption, that should be our 
national, our humanitarian and even our religious ideal. And if I am asked, in 
what strange forces do I put my trust which may bring about this desired 
consummation, I still have faith enough to believe in that assimilative power of 
our race which enables us to become true Englishmen, whose metropolitan city 


is London and not Jerusalem, and yet to remain ardent Jews, and—a yet 


higher flight of faith—I still believe in the ultimate overthrow of race hatreds 
and of religious intolerance, in the gradual triumph of enlightenment and of 


Mr. F. D. Mocarra, in seconding the resolution for the adoption of the : 


Report, said that the President had performed his task in sucha masterly manner 
that there was no occasion for him to say many words in support of it. In the 
Chairman’s speech was to be found a concise map of the status of the Jews at 
the present time. It was a sad statement, and unhappily atrue one. It almost 
seemed as though the little island of Great Britain was an oasis in the desert, of 
intolerance and persecution. Sometimes, when reading the reports of what 
happened daily in Russia and Roumania and Galicia, it was difficult to imagine 
that they were the records of nineteenth century civilisation. In Russia more 
than half the Jews of the world were domiciled; in Roumania there were 
300,000 Jews, and in both countries the treatment of the Jews was deplorable. 
There were many other countries where anti-Semitism was rife, but in those 
places, especially in France, it was rather moral than active. Unfortunately the 
Jews had become accustomed to persecution in its various forms. During the 
last 1,500 years they had been subject to the most intolerable hardships, and yet 
they had survived and were vigorous and intelligent in spite of all. He had a 
strong belief in the future of the Jews because of their extraordinary industry, 
their absolute sobriety and their great intellectual ability. He had once been 
asked by a Gentile friend how it was that the average Jew showed such superior 
intelligence to the average Christian, and he had answered: “If such be really 
the case it is because of the way in which your ancestors knocked about my 
ancestors.” (Laughter). Glancing at the Annual Report, he noticed; that the 
community subscribed only £2,000 towards c ing out the work of the Associa- 
tion. He regretted the want of sympathy on the part of British Jews for their

The CuiEr Rast said : The pleasant task devolves on me of calling on you 
to record your warm gratitude for the services which our President renders to 
this Association, and included in those services I am sure ha will regard as 
primarily the able address he has delivered to-day. Mr. Claude Montefiore said 
that it was not a short one, but not one of us who have listened to it would 
willingly have missed one word of it. It was an address worthy of commenda- 
tion as well for the beauty of its style as for the elevation of its sentiment. In 
Mr. Montefiore we possess a gentleman who devotes himself heart and soul to the 
varied labours of this Association, who is not content merely with presiding at 
our meetings, but who directs and administers our affairs, collects and himself 


- contributes a large portion of our funds. Although not the Chairman of the | 


Executive Committee, he attends with unvarying regularity the meetings of that 
Committee, even hurrying over from Paris todo so. Besides this, he is one of the 
principal members of the Jewish Colonisation Association, the work of which is 
so multiform and well calculated to grapple with the various difficulties with which 
_ our brethren abroad have to contend. hen we think of all these various duties 
to which Mr. Montefiore voluntarily subjects himself, I am sure we must all feel 
what a pitiful thing it is that there are so few of our brethren who devote them- 
selves with equal zeal to the work of the community—that there should be hosts of 
young men who, app cab do not feel themselves called upon to do anything 
to help in bearing the heavy burdens which press on our shoulders. Whilst so 
‘much work is cast on a few that even the health of the workers is endangered ; 
whilst they deprive themselves of the joys and recreation of life, there are 
others who lead their wretched, material, self-contained existences 
without sacrificing one iota of their time or their substance.— 
(Cheers.) Nothing fills me with deeper indignation than when men 
who have plenty of leisure are so ready with a glib answer of “ No,” when called 
upon to fill offices in connection with our various institutions, And this makes 
us the more deeply grateful to Mr. Claude Montefiore for the excellent work he 
does. This is the only opportunity for debating upon the condition of our 
brethren throughout the world, and therefore it is necessary that expression 
should be given to our thoughts on the subject. I would only say that, deploring 
as we all must do the pitiful state of our Russian brethren, grieving as we do at 
the pillages and the incendiarism in Galicia of which we read, knowing as we do 
that the ghastly mystery of the Dreyfus affair is unsolved, the question presses 
itself upon us, Would it not be desirable now to hold an International Con- 
ference for the purpose of debating these matters? But no possible good could 
result at the present time from such a conference. In the existing state of fer- 
ment it would only be viewed with distrust, and give food for suspicion to our 
foes. We must quietly wait for Divine salvation, whilst strenuously doing 
everything in uur power in this and other countries in order to’ assuage 
the sore trials and calamities from which our brethren suffer, and also is do 
what we can to prevent and to render impossible the continuance of such a state 
of things. Mr, Claude Montefiore has dwelt upon the various panaceas for 
existing evils. I would only say in connection therewith that whilst I am 
op d to Political Zionism I feel myself a very ardent Zionist, and I am quite 
sure this Association has always acted upon true Zionist principles by endeavour- 
ing as far as pee to improve the condition of the Jews in the Holy Land by 
fostering colonisation and by advancing education. In this connection we are 
er to learn of the satisfactory condition of the Rothschild School and the 
valina School in Jerusalem. From an impartial traveller, Mr. Israel 
Abrahams, we have heard that there is the utmost need for the establishment of 
an additional hospital in Jerusalem. The Chairman has shown his good-will to 
the project, and I hope the Jews of London will not be behindhand in furtherin 
the establishment of this much-needed additional provision for the unhappy sic 
pecs in the Holy Land. I was pleased, as the Chairman of the Morocco Relief’ Fund, 
bring about the fusion of the English school with that of the Alliance Isra¢lite 
Universelle taking care that the earnest, and, I hope, successful study of English 
_ should be maintained in the school at Tangier. Before concluding I would add 
that there is only one means by which we can practically testify our gratitude to 
our President, and that is, as you will readily feel, by endeavouring to assist him 
in his arduous work, not alone at. subscribing ourselves, but by enlisting 
support from others throughout the United Kingdom and the British Empire. 
This is the only way to prove that we appreciate the work of the Association, and 
the indefatigable labours of our deeply valued President. _(Applause.) 


Mr. LEopoLp ScHLOss said that as a colleague of Mr. Claude Montefiore

Sabbath Observance. 


The following Pastoral Letter on Sabbath Observance has been issued by 
the Chief Rabbi :— 


Office of the Chief Rabbi, 
22, Finsbury Square, | 
London, June, 5658. 

To my Brethren,—I feel it my duty to address you with respect to an evil, the 
existence of which all who love and venerate our holy faith, must oy A deplore. 

We cannot but be profoundly pained by the knowledge that the Divinely-instituted 
Sabbath is no longer viewed by all members of the house of Israel with the olden awe 
and the olden reverence. I believe that this disregard is due not so much to a relaxation 
of religious sentiment as to the fierce struggle for existence which now oebhepe. and the 
keen competition that pervades every walk of life. But the fact cannot be gainsaid, that 
neglect of the Sabbath, with its sweet calm and peace and the incentive it gives to 
attendance at Divine worship, is calculated to lead to entire estrangement from Judaism, 
and is, therefore, with the gravest spiritual peril both to us and to our children. 

I address myeelf, in the first instance, to those who are not dependent for their daily 
bread on the work of their hands, who are engaged in professions and trades. I beseech 

ou jealously to guard and zealously to cherish the observance of the Sabbath as an ever- 
fasting Eye to be bequeathed from generation to generation and from age to age. 

And I address myself to our working men and women, You toil so hard during the 
week, shut up in close rooms. Your hands ache from plying the needle or holding the 
heavy tool. Your eyes are dimmed and strained from poring over your work from early 
morning till late at night. Must we not fear that those among you who rob themselves 
of that perfect rest which the keeping of the Seventh Day bath can alone bestow, 
inflict upon themselves sore injary both of body and of mind? I am not indifferent to 
the causes which induce the violation of the Sacred Day. It is the fear lest refusal to 
work on Saturdays may interfere with your prospects of obtaining a livelihood, and even 
cause your dismis+al by your employers. . 

I trust that these apprehensions are exaggerated. For it would indeed be a grievous 
wrong if those of our business men who do not keep the Sabbath themselves, would add 
to their trespass by forcing those in their employ to work on the Sacred Day. I hope and 
believe that the number of those that are guilty of this twofold offence is not large, For 
some little time ago I, in concert with a friend, deeply interested in this cause, addressed 
letters to the employers of labour in the tailoring trade, asking them to instruct their 
managers and foremen to give out their work, when at all possible, at the inning of 
the week and never later than on the afternoon of Thuredays, and also to appoint Friday 
morning as the of to their Jewish employes. The answers we received 
both from Jewish and Chris manufacturers and wholesale and retail houses were 
satisfactory and encouraging. And we fully believe that similar facilities will be cheerfully 
granted in other trades. 

I would also remind you that the law of the land has granted special privileges in 
favour of Jewish ooungres of workshops and factories, provided that the same have been 
closed on Saturdays confidently anticipate that if the ature can be. convinced 
that you desire to keep thie day of rest from purely consci motives, farther con- 
cessions will be made to you. 

I therefore hold that the one thing needful is that you, working men and women, 
should be united, that you should show yourselves to be of one heart and one mind, that 
you should prove cag es firm and unbending in your determination not to break, not 
to profane, the Sabbath Day. 

I commend this holy cause to your most anxious consideration, and I implore Him, 
who has appointed that day to be the sign of His Covenant with the Children of Israel, 
to aid, to prosper, and to bless our united efforts. pee i

Dear Sir,—The importance of the subject on which we beg leave to address you will, 


_ we feel assured, plead as our excuse for troubling you with this communication. 


We have been approached by a large body of our Jewish working men, engaged in 
various trades, with the urgent meee to aid them in devising means whereby they might 
be enabled to abstain from labour’on the Sabbath. They have represented to us that the 
system which at present obtain# to a large extent does not merely involve infraction of the 

ivinely ordained Seventh Day rest, but also leads to such work being done on Sundays, 
as is prohibited by the law of the land. We learn, after consultation with experts, that 
this evil might be checked by the following arrangements: 

(a) By your instructing your managers and foremen to give out the work, when at all 

ble, at the beginning of the week, and never later than on the afternoon of 


ursdays. 
(6) By tard appointing Friday morning as the pay-day of wages to your Jewish 
employés. 


We confidently hope that you will experience no insuperable difficulties in carrying 
out these simple measures, which are fraught with momentous issues for the religious, 
moral, aud physical welfare of the large industrial section of our community, 

We shell be glad to hear that you will adopt the suggestions which we have ventured

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The Attempt on the Life of the Grand 
Rabbin of Algiers. 


Later news regarding the condition of M. Bloch, Grand Rabbin of Algiers, 
is of a satisfactory character. He is progressing favourably, and hoped to 
leave his bed during the week. The attempted assassin is named Aaron 
Boumendil ; he is 34 years of age, is married and has five young children. He 
has been out of work since the commencement of the anti-Jewish troubles, and 
has therefore become destitute. In the course of his statement to the Commis- 
sary of Police, after his arrest, Boumendil said that he had asked the Jewish 
Consistoire for 100 francs, with which he could start a small business. His 
application was considered at a meeting of the Consistoire, which granted him 
only a part of this sum. In his anger he considered the Grand Rabbin respon- 
sible for the partial rejection of his request, and determined to take revenge on 
M. Bloch. He awaited his victim after the meeting at the tramway terminus, 
and made the attempt while in a state of the utmost excitement. 


Dr. Adler at University College. 


— 


An interesting function took place at University College last Tuesday, when 
the Chief, Rabbi distributed the prizes to the successful students at the Term 
Examinations. Lord REAY occupied the chair, and Dr. Adler was seated on his 
right. In a subsequent address, the Curer Ravi referred to his past connection 
with the College, which he attended as a fellow student with Professor Carey 
Foster (now about to retire). Since his time,many changes had come over the 
institution, notably the great educational advance made by women. The days of 
his studentship were the dark days when the unfair sex monopolised educational 
facilities ; the happy days when the dread of feminine competition had not come 
upon them. Dr. Adler then adverted to the connection of London Jews with 
University College. Jews’ College had been placed in close proximity to it, so 
that the students might attend the lectures given within its walls. The veteran 
Professor Marks had also for fifty-four years held the Goldsmid Chair of Hebrew. 
and his retirement had only been announced that afternoon, and as a proof that 
Oriental studies blended easily with Western culture he might mention that Mr. 
A. Wolf, a student of Jews’ College, had been appointed to a junior lectureship 
in logic at University College. It showed conclusively that theological study 
braced the reasoning faculty and stimulated one's intellectual powers. Dr. Adler 
then urged upon the students the necessity of painstaking care and accuracy in all 
their work. The pleasant duty fell to Dr. Adler of handing prizes for the history 


of Economics to the Rev. 8. Levy, and for sculpture to Miss Myers. Several 


other Jewish students were also presented with certificates.

was deservedly complimented on the neat, well set-up appearance of his boys. 
After a visit to all the Club rooms, under the guidance of the Hon. Secretary 
Mr. Ernest Lesser, a move was made to the concert room, where a short varie 
entertainment had been prepared. On taking ‘her seat Lady Rothschild was 

resented by Staff-Sergeant Toff (Jewish Lads’ Brigade), on behalf of the mém- 
ers with a handsome bouquet, the presentation being made with a few well- 
chosen .words of welcome. The ig rgcrr comprised a very creditable 
rendering of the march from “ Alceste”” by eight members of the violin. class, 
which has only been in existence about three months. Mr. Ewart, who has so 
generously volunteered his services as instructor, was warmly congratulated on 


a violin before coming under his tuition. M. Randall and A. Greenfield followed 
with a pretty duty by Pleyel, the first-named player in particular showing real 
promise. One of the musicians, A. Moses, then gave an admirable Indian club 
display, his dexterity in wielding the heavy clubs being even greater than his 
skill in handling the bow.

That the invitation 
at University to Dr. Adler to perform this function should have come 
College. from University College is not surprising. Not a 
whisper of intolerance has ever been heard within its 
sali’ indeed, its very establishment was meant as a protest against the religious 
restrictions that once disfigured our statute-book, and one of which, strangely 
enough, still continues—in the shape of a teacher’s test—in so important an 
institution as King’s College, London. The Jews of the metropolis are 
bound to University College by many ties. Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid assisted 
in its foundation; Sir Francis Goldsmid was a munificent benefactor, 
as was Sir Julian Goldsmid. It boasts of a scholarship founded by Baron 
Mayer de Rothschild, and a Goldsmid Chair of Hebrew, now rendered vacant 
by the resignation of Professor Marks after an occupancy of 54 years. Many 
Jewish boys attend the junior school hard by ; a considerable number take 
the lectures and win distinctions at the College itself. Indeed, Dr. Adler was 
himself—forty years ago—a distinguished student of University College. Jews’ 
College was brought within easy reach of it in order that the students 
might enjoy the benefit of its instruction, and yesterday the gratifying 
announcement was made that Mr. A. Wolf, one of these Jewish students, 
had been appointed by Professor Sully tv conduct a Logic Class during the 
ensuing session. But there was one very striking fact about last Tuesday’s 
function. The invitation to the Chief Rabbi was a little unusual and some- 
thing of a departure—though Sir Julian Goldsmid and Sir Philip Magnus 
had previously performed a similar function. But it did not present itself to 
any of the speakers as a matter that called for any attention or remark, 
From first to last no reference whatever was made to the religious faith of 
Dr. Adler. There was none of the usual and natural mutual congratulation 
at emancipation from the old degradation of intolerance. University 
College has got even beyond that, and men-of different faiths pass among 
one another, without even recalling the memory of dead prejudices. This is, 
indeed, the ideal, the very perfection of tolerance, and in happy contrast to 
other lands where the seats of learning are only too often the hotbeds of hatred 
and centres of oppression. 


The Annual General Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish

| Claude Montefiore. Its analysis of the educational] 
position was masterly, its survey of the prospects abroad was touched by a 
deep and simple eloquence, and the whole was illumined by a clearness of 
thought and lucidity of utterance that commanded attention. One could not 
leave the meeting without being haunted by the intricacies and bewilderment 


_ of the problems he faced, and without a sense of that intellectual earnestness | — 
and moral elevation which pervaded the whole of the presidential | 


address. It was altogether an utterance worthy of an Association 
that embodies some of the loftiest yearnings and aspirations 
of English Jews towards their oppressed brethren in _ other 
lands. The full value of the Association’s labours was brought 


strikingly home to the minds of the audience by the Chief Rabbi’s condem- 


nation of the proposed Jewish International Conference on the unfortunate 


situation abroad. Dr. Adler condemned it as useless and mischievous. Un- 


doubtedly it would be a perilous expedient to resort to and might, perhaps. 
make our last state worse than the first. Such a gathering would be pointed to 
ag an outward and visible expression of the alleged Jewish solidarity which 
holds Europe under its foot. Its nature would be misrepresented, 
its aims would be distorted ; the most fantastic legends would grow up around 
it and would find their way to the popular mind in grotesque forms and with 
deplorable results. It would be sheer folly to place such a weapon in the 
hands of malignant critics. But the project is unnecessary too, for any real 
or useful work it could accomplish is already effectively done by the Anglo- 
Jewish Association in co-operation with the Alliance Isra¢lite. If the Chief 
Rabbi could dismiss the proposed conference with such brief consideration, 
it is only because these two bodies are quietly and unostentatiously performing

the best that could ve expected from such a gathering ; ; and that the Anglo- 

Jewish Association should be filling so serious a gap, and supplying so 

grave a deficiency is a tribute to its excellence, its worth and its necessity as 
an integral part of our organisation. 


Mr. Montefiore, in the course of his speech, struck a 

The Outlook very pessimist note, Mr. Mocatta drew the prospect 
Abroad. in still darker colours. It is not only, they say, among 

the decaying communities of Asia, or the savagery and 

barbarism of Africa, that the anti-Jewish spirit roams at large. One can under- 
stand racial prejudice in decrepit Persia, or chaotic Morocco, or semi-barbarous 
Russia ; but when enlightened states like Germany and Austria and France 
join the monstrous crusade, a feeling akin to despair passes over one. Things 


have reached such a pass, Mr. Mocatta declared, that ‘“‘ England seems the 


one oasis in a vast desert of oppression.” It is not for want of legal constitu- 
tions ; but so far as Jews are concerned they are mere waste paper. The 
government set up the forms of freedom and call them liberty ; but they 
remain forms only. It is easy to create a constitution, but unless one can 
breathe into it the living spirit of freedom, it is a soulless body, a futile and 
mischievious creation. Mr. Montefiore spoke, indeed of “‘ panaceas,” but his 


remarks were pitched in a very subdued key. Remedies such as colonization 


may benefit mere ‘‘driblets”” of outcast Jewry. ‘ The great Russo-Jewish 


problem must,” he declared, ‘‘ be solved in Russia itself.”

of was gloomier still ; when there was little or no outlet 
Improvement. for the intelligence or activity of Jews who were cooped 
up within a veritable prison of iron restrictions. It is, 

indeed, depressing, as Mr. Montefiore said, to find Western Europe with 
which we have striven so thoroughly to identify ourselves, tarred with the 
anti-Semitic brush, and ranging itself alongside the semi-barbarous states of 
Africa and Asia. But may this not be because its laws and institutions 
have outrun the progress of its peoples; because they were the 


legalisation of an ideal to which the nations had not attained, 


and for which they were unprepared? It is not that Western ideals have 
broken down, but liberal laws are an apparent failure, only because the 
peoples themselves are not liberal, and not educated up to the level of their 
own institutions. In the middle of the 18th century Jewish disabilities in 
England were removed, but they were—perhaps providentially—re-imposed 
the very next year, not because their repeal was bad in itself, but because it 
was ahead of the feelings of the times ; and if to-morrow, by a stroke of his pen, 
the Russian autocrat decreed the termination of the trials of his Jewish subjects, 
it is possible that their emancipation would hardly have advanced a single 
inch, just becauseeven the Czar’s ukase cannot atone for the moral deficiencies 
of his hundred million subjects. It is not in the creation of constitutions or 
in heroic legislation that the salvation of Jews lies, so much as in the steady 
growth of a better feeling, the slow but sure evolution of the popular 
mind and conscience to a higher moral plane. Meanwhile it is our 
imperative duty to help our brethren to keep pace with the undoubted, 
if slow, advance that is being made and to prevent the deterioration 
which might be produced by oppressive legislation and which would be 
cynically pointed to as the vindication of intolerance. The educational work 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association is designed to this very end. In the 
support accorded to it the honour of English Jews, no less than the future 
of their foreign brethren, is at stake.

We only know of the tragical 
climax when the Baron died by means which have never yet been explained, 
and the Doctor betook himself to that Bournemouth matrassengru/t, in which 
for five years he lingered. Whatever his sins he paid heavily for them. To

Clash of As the season draws to a close, so the number of annual 
Prize meetings, and in particular of educational gatherings, 
Distributions. increase until they reach their maximum about the end 


of June or commencement of July. The communal 
calendar becomes congested just at a season of the year when people are 
anxious to throw off public work, and to take advantage of summer weather 
to spend a few hours in outdoor recreation. In view of this fact, a 
suggestion thrown out on Sanday at the prize distribution at Berkeley Street 
that Synagogue Classes should arrange to hold their annual ceremony at 
some other time of the year deserves notice. There is a certain convenience 
in awarding to a class or school the result of its work for the session on the 
eve of breaking up for the summer vacation, but it is not an overwhelming 
reason, Certain Congregational classes, like St. Petersburgh Place, Islington, 
Hammersmith, and Hampstead, find it possible to fix their prize-givings at 
other times, and we can see no reason why more classes should not follow 
suit. There is even an advantage attending such an arrangement, which, 
we fancy, has been lost sight of. The awarding of prizes in the 
middle of a session often acts as an inducement to scholars to remain 
for an extra session. Many who might otherwise be leaving in the summer 
would return in the fall of the year to compete for the prizes, and having 
entered on a new session, they would not be likely to leave until the following 
mid-summer.

THE LADS AT THE NEW WEST END 


SYNAGOGUE, 


[BY A CORRESPONDENT. | 


_ Last Saturday marked another step in the progress of the Jewish Lads 
Brigade. The history of its steady and continuous rise from the smallest 
beginnings has been faithfully recorded in the ‘‘ Jewish CHRONICLE,” and has 
naturally aroused a considerable amount of communal interest. This has been 
further awakened by the reports of the summer camps at Deal, with their happy 
combination of military discipline and physical recreation. It is pleasant also to 
note the continued accession of the younger Jewish Volunteers to the number of 
the Brigade officers. But something more than this was needed. In spite of its 
military title and organisation, the srigeie has always been deficient in the 
sinews of war, and it must be confessed that the pe response to appeals on 
its behalf has hitherto been wholly inadequate. It cannot be doubted that this 
has been in some measure due to the nature of the institution. The Brigade is 
a practical body, making solely for manliness, and appealing in no way to the 
tawdry .sentimentality of our drawing-room philanthropists; it is based on no 
dreamy theory as to the ameliorative effects of herding 2s ae the unclubable. 
Its originators and executive prefer to employ the ironrule of discipline rather 
than the softening influence of female patronage. Then again, the Brigade is 
not a theological organisation ; it is in the highest sense of the word re igious, 
for its aim is the physieal inculcation of the moral laws on which Judaism is 
based, and no one who has visited a Camp can have failed to observe the inter- 
working of spiritual and temporal influences towards the common good of the 
lads. The aim of the Brigade, however, is not to impose theology upon them, 
but to teach them to walk as they profess—to clinch the words of religion by 
moral action. Seeing, then, that the Brigade makes its appeal on neither 
fashionable nor theological grounds, it was necessary to afford the practical sup- 
porters of a practical movement some indication that their money has not been if: 
spent, but is actually productive of the good results at which it aims. Anyone 
who cares to test this point can easily satisfy himself by attendance at one of the 
drills which are held on various evenings pa den (ena the week in many districts 
of the Metropolis ; or, better still, he can spend a day or so at Deal and watch 
the working of the Brigade as a whole. But people are busy, and to many time 
is more valuable than money; others, again, cheerfully admit themselves 
to be indolent, and so it was necessary that the Brigade should, so to speak, be 
brought to their doors for them to see. In these circumstances it was decided 
to hold a Synagogue Parade of the Free School Battalion (the Brady Street 
Company being also invited) at the West End Synagogue in order that the boys 
might be addressed by the Battalion Chaplain, the Rev. S. Singer, and at the 
same time that those who. were, or might become, interested in the movement 
could see something of its practical outcome. The Committee of the Synagogue 
viewed the idea in the most generous spirit, and a large number of the seat- 
holders readily consented to give up their places to the lads for the occasion. 
The only other necessity for the success of the Parade was fine weather, and in 
this respect fortune also favoured the Brigade. 

The boys were marshalled, 100 strong, in the East End, at a quarter to eight 
in the morning, and marched down to the Synagogue in a manner which evoked 
universal admiration. They were here met by some members of the Head- 
quarters Staff, their own officers having, of course, marched down with them, 
Some light refreshment having been gratefully disposed of, they filed into the 
synagogue and the service commenced. The large congregation was notably 
impressed by their clean and smart appearance and soldierly bearing, and not less 
by the decorum with which these “wild boys of the East,” as they had been 
called, behaved during the whole proceedings. No one, indeed, could have 
believed that many of these bright and erect lads belonged to the class 
from which are also recruited the slouching guttersni who loaf about the 
lanes and alleys of the East End. No better object lesson could have been 
afforded of the wholesome influence of military methods than the obvious 
emulation with which each boy strove to be a credit to his corps and to the 
Brigade. As for the sermon, it may safely be said that no better address could 
have been delivered to them. They were told in plain and simple language of 
the moral discipline which lay behind the physical exercises to which they 
voluntarily submitted themselves. The lessons of courage and of self-restraint 
taught by their warlike ancestors were brought home to them and they were 
shown how each one of them was learning to become at the same time a gentle- 
man and aservant of the State. Such are the lessons which they learn practically 
week by week ; Mr. Singer showed them the inner purpose of their practices, and | 
they cannot fail to return to their drill with an enlightened perception of the 
great moral purpose which inspires 1t. - 

After the service the companies were paraded and inspected by the 
Commandant, Colonel Goldsmid, the true originator and moving spirit of the 
Brigade, who addressed a few words of commendation to them and to their 
commanding officer, Captain Hallenstein, to whose efforts too much praise can 
hardly be given. Then followed more refreshments. dispensed by a bevy of 
fair congregants, after which came the long and orderly march back. Among 
those present in the synagogue were Lady Rothschild, Lady and the Misses 
Montagu, Mrs. Hermann Adler, Mrs. Singer, Mr. L. A. Nathan, Mr, L: B. 
Franklin, Mr. and Mrs. L. Samuel Montagu, Mr. I. Spielman, Mr. Elkan Adler, 
Mr. L. B. Abrahams and Mr.B.W. Levy. After the inspection, Lady Rothschild 
desired Mr. Singer to say a few words to the boys expressing her great pleasure 
in witnessing the proceedings. The cost of the refreshments was defrayed by 
Mr. Derfnis E. Samuel, and the Brady Street contingent was entertained to tea 
later in the afternoon by Mrs. Arthur E. Franklin. 

The Parade was an emphatic and unmistakeable success ; it remains to be — 
seen what will be the pecuniary results of the enthusiasm of those who witnessed it. 
The Brigade is sorely hampered by the need of funds, both for general purposes 
and for the camp at Deal next month, at which it is hoped 350 lads will be 

resent. Those who have’'seen cp Boge of the practical working of the 

rigade and of its influence upon the physique and characters of the lads are 
unanimous in their praise ; it is to be hoped they will be equally liberal in their 
support. Mr. Singer has done more for the Brigade in one morning than could 
have been accomplished by other means in six months, It only remains for his 
congregation to set an example to the rest of the community in helping a move- 
ment which is undoubtedly destined to raise the tone of the whole Jewish race 
in England, and thus both to consolidate Judaism and to elevate it in the eyes 
of our neighours.

I wish to say just a few words about the Jews’ Free School. Many in tne room 
know something about the antecedents of this great school, and I also have 
some knowledge of its history, a aoc which I have gained from personal 
work here during rather more than half a century. During that time I have 
seen it grow piece by piece into the magnificent structure it now is, but I must 
admit that by far the handsomest addition that I have witnessed is the new wing 
through which we have just passed. Some time ago, the Education Department 
warned us that certain extensive alterations would ‘have to be made in our 
school, in order that more suitable accommodation should be afforded to the 
7 children whom we educate. It was then that the idea occured to Mr. N.S. 
Joseph that the most i manner in which the Jewish community.could show 
its ma of the incalculable benefits which Lord Rothschild hi 
on Jews all over the world, would be to raise the necessary funds and build a 
new wing to the school in which the Rothschild family had always taken the 
deepest interest. The valuable co-operation of Mr. A. Rosenfeld and his son 
Mr. Sidney Rosenfeld, was secured, and the vigorous support of Mr. A. L. Cohen 
was also retained, and those gentlemen. have carried the project to a successful 
issue. The Jewish community have subscribed the entire amount that was 
necessary to defray the cost of the proposed addition, and I now have the 
pleasure to hand to Lord Rothschild a cheque for £19,298, ther with an 
album containing the names of all who have subscribed to the fund.

Lord RoriuscHiLp, who on rising, was received with cheers, said: I have 
first of all to convey to you the regret of my wife that she is prevented from 
being here to-day. You know the interest she takes in the Free School, and 
how gladly she would have been present at the inauguration of this new wing. 
It has often been my good fortune to ne: at your annual meetings and the 
un on these occasions. My good fortune, 
because it is always pleasant to meet one’s friends, and particularly friends who 
ne which concerns this 

School. Your bad fortune, 
because I have little or no 
pretence to eloquence, and on 
most occasions have had to 
repeat the same tale of the 
super-excellence of the School, 
‘and of the difficulties which 
the managers had in making 
both ends meet—and in 
necessary subscrip- 
tions. ificult as my task 
always has been, it is much 
more so this occasion, 
because I have to thank you, 
and to thank you all most 
heartily, for what was an 
unexpected, and so far as | 
am concerned, an uncalled-for 
act of generosity on the part 
of the community to which I 
am proud to belong. I must 
remind you that the great 
addition to this building 
owes its origin, not to the 
ambitious conception of the 
Committee of the Free 
School, but to the action of 
the Board of Education 
some years ago. It was 
under Mr. Acland’s adminis- 
tration that we were first 
told that our buildings were 
insufficient. We demurred 
to the great expenditure 
we were called upon to 
incur, and personally I should 
have been content with a less 
ambitious building than the 
resent one, and should have 
en willing, although reluc- 
tantly, to have sold some of 
the funds of the school to 
defray the expenditure. But 
the Jewish community came 
forward, and the result of 
its generosity is the handsome, 
commodious and in every way 
perfect structure we are to-day 
inaugurating.

; was given, and great stress laid 
on the inefficiency of certain Voluntary Schools compared with Board Schools. 
I am not here to criticise that portion of the statement, but what I 
wish to point out to you is this—Sir John Gorst proceeded to 
explain this inefficiency on purely financial and contrasted 
the expenditure the ratepayers willingly incur with subscriptions which are 

iven to Voluntary Schools, Now, what I wish to point out to you is this: 
hat reliance can be placed on criticisms of efficiency when the figures of cost 
are presented to you in a somewhat misleading form, to say the least of it? The 
cost of education per child in a Board School represents two items: the grant 
received from Government, and the amount the ratepayers have to pay. In the 
latter is included interest on loans raised for sites aia the erection of the build- 
ing in which the children are taught. The cost of education in a Voluntary 
school represents the Government grant and the annual subscriptions. The 
i sums raised now and in days past are not taken into account in our 
balance-sheets, and the generous gift you have to-day given to the com- 
munity figures as nothing in voluntary contributions you have made 
in the cause of education; and, similarly, the millions which since 
1870 the friends of Voluntary education have provided for the cost of 
buildings are forgotten and ignored. And if you added the interest on these 
large capital sums to the cost per head of children in Volun Schools, you 
would find that, besides being mulcted as ratepayers, the friends of Voluntary 
education are as generous, if not more generous, than they claim to be. This 1s 


ool. We hope that 
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not the first occasion on which you have come forward; but in the balance- 
sheet, the large sums you have spent on the building are oe and your 
‘ generosity is only credited with your annual subscriptions. There is another 
point to which Sir John Gorst alluded, and that is the slackness 
of attendance in some schools, I do not think that those allusions 
were meant for this institution; our attendance is a very good one. 
[ will not go so far as to say that it is the highest on record, because there are 
occasions when outbreaks of illness affect our attendance. Mr. Angel will bear 
me out when I say, and it is a very important element in this discussion, that in 
a district where a School Board is coincident with Voluntary Schools, the 
attendant officer is in many cases with difficulty moved to prosecute for non- 
attendance at a Voluntary School. It may be, I do not say it is so, that the 
Attendance Officer being appointed by the School Board, cares not to increase 
the efficiency of a Voluntary School; but whatever may be the reason, I am 
fully aware of the friction which exists in a good many cases. There are 
several other sepa connected with education on which I might 
enlarge, but am afraid that I shall have to speak again in 
another part of the building, and so will not weary you with a 
twice-told tale. But I will merely say this: We welcome all criticisms, 
and we are always willing to take advice from any and from everyone. We have 
during a series of years - tea our best to carry out the task, and an arduous one 
it is, which Parliament and the Government of the day imposes on us, and I 
often think that a good deal of the hostile criticism which we enjoy would be 
more fairly given, not to us who are the executive, but to those who direct us 
what we are to teach and how we are to proceed. The difficulty of our task is 
all the greater, because not. only do we teach the children the code as required 
by Parliament, but also ebrew and the Jewish religion. This, 
however, gives us one special advantage—we are our own normal 
school, and we train our own teachers. This is a fact the Committee 
and the generous subscribers of the school ought always to bear in mind. We 
have trained in this building a marvellously efficient and cultured staff of 
teachers, and to their zeal and their assiduity we owe the unexampled pre- 
eminence of this great school. Ladies and gentlemen, I am afraid I have taken 
up more of your time than I ought to have done. I have simply to thank you 
for your unexpected generosity. You-have indeed bestowed an unexampled 
kindness on myself and the members of my family, who have always taken 
undiminished interest in this school. We prize your kindness all the more 
insomuch as it is a living proof, although that was hardly necessary, that the 
great Jewish community of London are ever anxious that the humblest and 
poorest among them should be well-and properly trained for the great struggle 
of life, and at the same time edueated and taught the tenets of their religion. 
(Loud cheers.)

Free School has been founded, to train the children of our working-men and 
women that they may become faithful sons and daughters of the covenant, 
worthy citizens of the land wherein they dwell. To this end, vouchsafe Thy 
spirit, a spirit of wisdom and of understanding, a spirit of knowledge and of 
yodly fear unto the teachers, that they may discharge the task entrusted to them 
with unwearied zeal and never-flagging ‘honesty of purpose. Strengthen and 
enlighten the parents, that they may teach their young ones, by the power of 
word and deed, the beauty of holiness and the sanctity of truth. Help and 
guide the children, that they may grow up rich in vigour of body and mind, 
eeping Thy sacred Law and obeying it an all their hearts. 

Lord of Recompense! Bestow Thy blessing upon the members of the 
house whose name this wing will henceforth bear, upon those whose heart has 
stirred them to rear this building, and upon all to whom this school is dear and 
precious. May they witness the fruit of their work and realise that they have 
not laboured in vain, nor spent their strength for naught. Shield our gracious 
Queen. Send prosperity to our dear country. Cause us all to know the way 
herein we should walk. Teach us to do Thy will, for Thou art our God. 
Amen ! 


Lord Rray, who was very cordially received, said: I consider it a great 
honour to have beenasked to be present on this auspicious occasion. It is not 
often that the Chairman of the London School Board is asked to be present at 
any function in connection with a Voluntary School. I am afraid it would be 
thought that they had invited Balaam to be present—(Laughter). But I have 
come to-day to offer my sincerest congratulations on what you have done in 
building: this magnificent addition to your school, and in giving it so proper a 
designation, I have been asked at the same time to propose a vote of thanks to 
the Chairman, Mr, F. D. Mocatta, and the other members of the Committee who 
have been so successful in this undertaking. Your school has a long history, 
onger than that of any Board School. Nor have our Board Schools such tradi- 
tions to appeal to. Your school has a tradition of more than half a century's 
good work, under the guidance of your Principal, Mr. Angel—(Cheers)—and_ in 
the future Mr. Abrahams will, I hope, prove himself a worthy successor. But 
there is one feature about the school that is to me exceedingly pleasing ; it does 
hot represent in any way hostility to the work we are doing in the Board Schools. 
Our reiations with your community have always been of the most cordial 
character, and I hope and believe that your interests are quite safe in our hands. 
out T have always regretted that your community is not represented on the 
School Board, and I sincerely hope that before I leave the chairmanship of the 
Board it will be my privilege to congratulate some member of your community 
asa member of the School Board—(Cheers). Because I am perfectly aware of 
the very special talent which your community has always displayed in_the work 
Of education. You have always been on the progressive side in educational 
matters. What you are doing to-day is progressive work of the highest 
character. I understand that in this building you intend to start a Technical 
epartment, and I congratulate you upon that impulse, because I believe it to be 
of the utmost importance. If there is one thing I regret, it is that you command 
all the intellect of your community in this school. I would very much like to 
‘ave some of the very clever children who are in this school spread among the 
children of our schools. I believe the competition that it leads to is good, and 
ere I speak from personal experience of the competition that existed in my 
school ays. The very best teaching I ever had was that which I received from 
4 Professor who belonged to your community [alluding to Professor 
osenstein, of Leyden University}. I can only hope that the work 
Which begins here to-day will be as successful in the future as it has been in the 
past. We of the London School Board are often told that our extravagance 
recessitates extravagance on the ‘part of Voluntary Schools. I think that this 
eh the process is reversed, because what I have to-day seen shows me that the 
‘chool Board will have to be very vigorous in order to keep up to the standard 
you have placed before us—(Loud applause). 


wif Mr. F.D. Mocarra said: Mr. Frederick Davis has, in memory of his late 
*e, given us the apparatus necessary for,a chemical laboratory, so that one 
~— of technical training will be started as soon after the holidays as possible, 
‘nd we have reason to believe that a friend who for the moment does not desire 


that his name shall be published will defray the expense of starting a technical 
school—that is to say, the cost of the plant, ete., provided only that we can see 
our way to the cost of the maintenance. Such technical school would be 
within the walls of the Jews’ Free School, but it is to have no sectarian bias ; it 
is to be under the rules of the London County Council, and be open to all. One 
of the conditions of the gift is that the management is to be separate from that 
of the Jews’ Free School, and the Technical Committee will be constituted not 
of Jews alone, but of representatives from the district independent of creed. 
The donor has somewhat this idea in his mind: The colleges at Oxford and 
Cambridge, the great public schools, Eton, Harrow, Winchester, and Clifton, 
founded bY Christians or Christians, have been opened to. all creeds, and Jews 
have very largely Stage pe in the advantage. The donor is anxious, laudably 
anxious, that we ews Should reciprocate this, and that we should found within 
the walls of this building a technical school which by its excellence, its methods 
and its success, shall be a model school, and shall enlist for its managers and 
controllers the most skilled, the most competent, and the most assiduous 
workers. It will be neither Jewish, nor Christian, but its teaching will be that 
lofty dogma, Laborare est orare—Wwork is devotion. Some day we may hope to 
see such school endowed with scholarships, so that the young men and women 
who commence their studies there may be enabled to continue them to fruition, 
without being compelled to commence their bread-earning unduly early ; and in 
that way we ae that the alien who comes here may be looked upon as.a 
blessing to be welcomed, and greeted for the intellectual benefits and develop- 
ments he and she have conferred on British commerce, British enterprise, and 
British industry. —(Cheers.)

_ Lord Rorttiscitinp, who presided, said :—There seems to have been some 
misunderstanding in regard to the action of the Committee of this School in 
connection with the minor fast days, and I think I ought to mention that the 
School will be closed as usual on the Fast of Tamuz, and no alteration is 
proposed that will in any way interfere with the consciences or feeling of the 
parents—(Applause). I have another announcement to make, which is of a 
particularly gratifying nature. Mr. Leon Lewisohn, of New York, has forwarded 
the sum of £600 in memory of his son, the income of which, amounting 


annual about £24, will be awarded to the winner of the Sam 
Lewisohn Memorial prize. The money will be placed on deposit in 


the name of trustees on behalf of the prize winner, to be eventually 
utilised in giving the fortunate recipient a start in hfe. I pe that 
others will emulate Mr. Lewisohn’s example. I have already thanked my 
friends in the other part of the building for their generosity in providing the 
new wing for this institution. And Ihave, therefore, but little to tell you on this 
occasion, I have to congratulate the teachers and the pupils on the continued 
excellence of the School, and if we are strictly to believe the highest authorities 
in the land on educational matters, that excellence must have been achieved under 
more than usually difficult circumstances. I hope the great improvement which 
has taken place in the buildings and in the accommodation will enable you to 
maintain its excellence, and will facilitate the labours of teachers and children. 
I am glad, however, to think that the new buildings will not only be an advan- 
tage to those who come here for primary education, but will enable us to carry 
out a system of continuation or evening classes. Apart from the advantages 
which these classes will afford to those of you who naturally, leaving school 
young, wish to continue their studies later 1n life, those Continuation Classes, to 
my mind, will be of especial advantage as being carried on under the super- 
vision, and with the assistance of, the London County Council, They will give 
those of you who attend in the evenings a great opportunity of mixing with 
your fellow subjects of a different race and religion, with whom in your 
daily avocations you are constantly brought into communication. I must 
detain you a few minutes and tell you some of the subjects with which we hope 
you will become acquainted in these Continuation Classes. The subjects you will 

e instructed in appertain more to the sphere of technical education than to 
general learning. No doubt at the present moment a large and eile pe 
majority of people in this country remember the first warning note which Lore 
Rosebery gave utterance to at. Colchester some years ago when he pointed out 
this danger of foreign competition, owing to the want of technical education in 
this country. That want is severely felt now, and I must say that it is to be 
regretted that the cause of technical education should be neglected, whilst what 
to the lay mind seem to be comparatively small and insignificant details con- 
nected with primary education have been disposed of by Parliament. Iam 
however, in hopes that in the forthcoming session of Parliament we may see 
something done towards endowing our country with Institutions somewhat 
similar to those in existence at Zurich and elsewhere. So faras regards 
the Continuation Classes here, although I heartily approve of them, and 
welcome them, I cannot help reminding you of the difference between theory 
and practice and no doubt the oldest form of technical education, and perhaps 
one of the soundest and best, is apprenticeship to the trade a man or a woman 
has to take up in after life.. Whatever may be their respective feelings about 
school policy and education, we Jews are here to-day welcoming those children 
who have taken prizes, and congratulating ourselves on the opening of a new 
wing to the school. I am sure that I am expressing the feelings of all present as 
well as my own feelings when I gratefully acknowledge all that the State has 
done for us Jews in the cause of education and the liberality of Parliament, 
who grant us such a magnificent subsidy. (Cheers.)

ou must not think that tshe Jews’ Free School was always housed in so fine an 
big a building. It began in 1773 with a small Talmud Torah which gave instruc- 
tion to only twenty-one boys. It soon commenced to grow. But in 1518, when 
it received the name of Jews’ Free School, it was housed in a couple of rooms, 
bare-walled and rough, not far from here, in Ebenezer Square, But all the 270) 

upils were under the charge of one master. What a difference now, when you 
appily delight in such. a fulness of space and enjoy, without stint, God’s light 
aa air. In the new wing, opportunity will be given you for Pres exercise, 
to brace your limbs an.d strengthen your muscles ; facilities will offered you 
to train your hands an.d eyes, to e you skilful in the use of tools, to render 
you familiar with the properties of wood and iron, to accustom you to exact 
measurements so that. you may acquire a liking for handicrafts and seek to gain 
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your living by them when you grow older. Since we were here last year another 
greet change has been wrought in the school. A new, but not an pnknown, 
eadmaster has been appointed over you so as to lighten the burdens that have 
ressed for so many years on the shoulders of. our veteran friend, Mr. Angel. I 
eel sure that you all, boys and girls, will show the new Vice-Master and the new 
Vice-Mistress the whole-hearted respect and loving obedience which they have a 
right to expect from you. in the discharge of their arduous labours. For just 
think of the aim and object of your school-life. It may besummarised in a few 
words, which I venture to borrow from a great literary statesman : It is to put 
sunshine into your heart and to drive moonshine out of your brain. How is 
sunshine put into your heart? By your being taught to love God and your 
fellow-men ; eg are taught your duty in life as Jews and Jewesses, as English- 
men and Englishwomen. You are taught to earn a respectable living for your- 
selves. Moonshine is driven out of your brain, foolish beliefs and false 
superstitions. You are taught to love everything that is noble, honourable, good 
and true, to despise and to wa all that is mean, base and worthless. It is related 
of Michael Angelo, that he was once walking with a friend in the streets of 
Florence, when he noticed a large block of marble on the ground. He stopped 
in his walk and gazed long and anxiously at the block. His friend, in surprise, 
asked him what he was doing. He replied, “I see an angel in that bleek.” He 
had the marble carried home, and after months of ardent, arduous work, out the 


_ angel came. You, dear children are, I hope and believe, not blocks of wood, but 


blocks of marble, with great possibilities of moral beauty and sweetness. Your 
teachers are the sculptors, who are called upon to train your faculties, to develop 
your moral sense, to mould your characters by the help of religion, by the help 
of the lessons which Holy Scripture brings before us. Angels without flaw and 
fault we cannot hope that you should become. But we anxiously trust and pray 
that by the blessing of our Heavenly Father, you may go through life obedient 
to the Divine Law, never doing aught to disgrace your faith or your country, 
the joy of your parents, a credit to the school that trained you, an honour to 
the community which claims you as its members. It only remains for me to 
ask you to testify with all enthusiasm and with all ardour, on this red-letter 
day in the history of the Jews’ Free School, your warm and hearty thanks 
to its noble President, Lord Rothschild.—(Cheers). 


The vote was carried by acclamation. 


Sir SAMUEL MONTAGU, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, 
expressed great Sasa at the proceedings that had taken place in the 
adjoining wing. He said that Lord Rothschild would be able to see from the 
album that had been presented to him how large a proportion of the Jewish 
community had contributed to the Rothschild Recognition Fund. Sir Samuel 
then referred to the services of the teaching staff, making special reference 
to the new head-master, Mr. L. B. Abrahams, the vice-master, Mr. L. G. 
Bowman, and Miss Lipman, the head-mistress. 


Sir G. FAUDEL-PHILLIPs, who was most cordially received, said: I will not 

say I am going to make a short speech, because I have a faint recollection of the 
entleman who at a public dinner once said that his remarks would be very 
rief, and who, if he had not been forcibly pulled down at the end of three- 
“barhide of an hour would probably have been speaking now. (Loud laughter.) 
have been asked to second the resolution which Sir Samuel Montagu has 
proposed, and I must say that if it were not for the constant care and ability of 
the teachers in this school we should not be here to-day celebrating an event 
which has given us all such profound satisfaction. It has been stated that 
there were some parents who desired more education for their children, 
and that reminded me of aman who was an admirable Greek ‘scholar telling 
me that he had spent the early part of his life learning Greek and the latter part 
trying to forget it.

The Rev. Professor MAkkKs, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Hon. 
Evelina Rothschild for distributing the prizes, said: This has been an eventful 
day to me, for reasons which you will readily understand. From my boyhood, 
when, more than three-quarters of a century ago, I was a pupil and a monitor in 
the Free School, I saw the school transplanted from its humble situation in 
Ebenezer Square to its present site, I have watched its growth and development 
with feelings bordering on astonishment. On the present occasion I call to mind 
the noble egy nary phd pee who ushered into being this school. and who watched 
at its cradle, but I will confine myself to mentioning one, notably the lady whose 
name is a synonym of universal benevolence—the grandmother of the present 
Lord Rothschild. Without detracting from the merits of those who took the 
initiative, I would only say that the beginning of the rise of this school to the 
proud position it wee at present seems to me to date from the time that the 
presidential mantle of Sir Anthony de Rothschild descended on the shoulders 
of its present incumbent. The school seemed to be the pivot on which the most 
earnest labours of Lord Rothschild have turned, the desire to advance its welfare 
his constant thought. We all heartily concur in the feeling words and wish 
expressed by Mr. F.D. Mocatta that Lord Rothschild may be spared for many 
years to continue to be President of the schools, and, as time goes on and years 
multiply upon him, may he be cheered by the reminiscence of the work he has 
done for the public good, and also how he has strictly followed the example of the 
Scriptural moralist : “ Whatever thy hand findeth occasion to do, do it with all thy 
might ”"—(Cheers).

The site on which the Rothschild owe of the Jews’ Free School is erected 
was acquired almost bya happy accident, The London County Council, in forming 
the new street connecting Bishopsgate Street with Middlesex Street, took, under 
its compulsory powers, five freehold shops in Sandy's Row, the property of the 
School. In negotiating the sale of these houses to the Council it occurred to 
Mr. N.S. Joseph that it would be desirable to secure to the School the right to 
repurchase, at a lowrate, the surplus land that would remain between the new 
street and the School, so as to give the latter a frontage to Middlesex Street. 
After many difficulties, which were all happily surmounted, the piece of land was 
eventually secured on most favourable terms, and the Committee thus acquired 
not only a plot of land enabling them to provide the additional accommodation 
demanded i the Education Department, but also a convenient access to the 
School from a leading thoroughfare, an advantage that will be readily appre- 
ciated by those accustomed to grope their. way to Bell Lane through narrow 
courts and streets. , 
The Rothschild Wing occupies a frontage of 90 feet. and being situate just 
atthe point where the old Middlesex Street joins the new by a gentle curve, the 
frontage follows the curve, and thus gives rise to special and pleasing features in 
the em cae treatment of the facade, which is a bold and striking one. The 
style of the building is Romanesque. The front is of red brick, with Dumfries 
stone dressings highly enriched. The basement consists of one long room under- 
lying the entire structure, 85 feet in length, admirably lighted in front and rear, 
the walls being entirely covered with white tiles. This basement will be used 
as a Manual Instruction Class-room, and will be fitted up with ¢ 


enters’ benches. 
On the ground floor, on the right of the entrance, are situate 


the caretakers 


— and on the left the staircase and two large and lofty class-rooms inten- - 


ed to accommodate 70 and 40 pupils respectively. On the first floor are three 
large class-rooms arranged for 70, 48 and 70 pupils respectively, and on the second 
floor three more class-rooms of the same} ample dimensions, and accommodatin 
the like numbers. The largest room on the second floor is to be the Physical an 
Chemical Laboratory, and will be fitted 7 with all the most approved appliances 
and apparatus. All the class-rooms are 15 feet high. The floors are fireproof, 


the walls have tiled dadoes, and the windows are arranged with special con-: 


trivances for ventilation. The heating of the class-rooms is by radiators, each 
arranged for the admission of warmed air. The staircase is divided into a num- 
ber of easy flights or half-flights, so as to admit of an additional or mezzanine 
floor toeach storey. Each storey of class-rooms thus has a cloak room and a 
lavatory belonging to itself, one on each landing, and the other on each half- 
landing. All the walls of these and of the staircase itself are covered with glazed 
tiles. On arriving at the head of the staircase the great hall is enteted, a very 
handsome apartment 87 feet long, 28 feet wide, and 26 feet high, with an open 
timbered roof constructed of Oregon pine varnished. The wallshave a handsome 
dado of tinted and embossed faience manufactured by Wedgwood. The windows 
are all filled with leaded lights of patterns appropriate to the style, the northern 
window above the platform being alone glazed with stained glass, the middle 
compartment containing the arms of Lord Rothschild. The great hall is intended 
primarily to be used as a Drawing School, and the windows and the blinds are 
pene arranged for that purpose. The hall will, however, be also used as an 
xamination Hall, and for general assemblies of pupils. In this respect it 
resembles the aula, which in Germany is the usual feature on the topmost storey 
of the public elementary school. It is not unlikely that, at some future time, if 
the funds of the School permit, an additional staircase and entrance will be built 
as a special access to the est hall of the Rothschild Wing, an arrangement 
th the adjoining owner for a piece of land for that 

purpose, 

The building was erected by Messrs. Patrick and Sons, from the designs of 
Messrs. N. §. Jour Son, and Smithem. The stained glass and lead lights 
were executed by Mr. William Smith, and the stone carving by Mr. Gilbert 
Seale. All the ironwork and the fireproof floors were ones by Messrs. Homan

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Early Memories of the Jews’ Free School. 
The opening of the important extension of the Jews’ Free School—to 
he known as the Rothschild Wing—has suggested to us that our readers wil] 
be much interested in some early recollections of the Institution by old pupils. 
We give the premier publication to the reminiscences of one who is probably the 
oldest of Old Free School Boys now living— 


PROFESSOR MARKS. 


My recollections of the Jews’ Free School extend back to 77 years ago, for I 
entered that Institution in the summer of 1821. The circumstances under which 
this happened were as follows: My father died in the July of that year, and this 
led to my being admitted into an Orphan Aid Society, known as the 9°) M3n 
o'D)n, and directed by a Mr. Moses Daniel, a Mr. Philip Lazarus, and Rabbi 
Chanoch (father of the late Isaac Myers). This Society was in the habit of 
sending their beneficiaries to the Jews’ Free School to receive their general 
education, and thus it came about that I was drafted into that Institution. 

At the period of which I am speaking the Free School was situated in 
Ebenezer Square. Ebenezer Square was little better than a den in those days, 
it was entirely shut out from the genial influences of the sun’s rays. As for the 
school itself, it consisted of little more than 100 boys. Not that the community 
were not equal to furnishing a very much larger number, but it was found 
exceedingly difficult to induce parents among the poorer classes to send their 
children to school. Boys of tender age were sent into the streets of London to 
earn a living by hawking pencils, cheap jewellery and fruit, and there were no 
public officials in those days to compel their attendance at school. 

The master of the Jews’ Free School was 


Mr. H. N. Solomon, 


and there was but one usher, named Edward Barnet, who, being a very 
uneducated person, did little more than keep the boys in order. Although I 
was under ten years of age, I was appointed a monitor from the day I entered 
the school, and during the whole of my term in that institution I was employed 
in teaching other boys Hebrew. Having a great fondness for Hebrew, I used 
to keep up my studies at night in company with my sister (the late Mrs, 
Somers). We also studied English together. 

The instruction given in the Jews’ Free School in these early days was of 
the lowest possible type. It consisted simply of English reading, spelling, and 
writing, the bare elements of Hebrew reading, and the first four rules of 
arithmetic. 

The persons who comprised its Committee, and interested themselves ‘in 
the working of the school, were :—Dr. Joshua Van Oven, Michael Josephs, 
Samuel Joseph (the President), his brother, Aaron Joseph (the Treasurer), 
Peter Salamans, Joseph Cohen, his son, Louis Cohen, Lewis Lucas, 8. J. Waley 
(father of Jacob and Simon Waley), Benjamin Friedeberg, Hyman Cohen, 
A. L. Moses, Abraham Levy (father of the late Lawrence Levy), and Aaron 
Asher Goldsmid. | 

Two persons who took a very active part in the school, visiting it almost 
every day, were Dr. Joshua Van Oven and Mr. Michael Josephs. Rabbi 
Hirschell visited it from time to time. Aaron Asher Goldsmid devoted a great 
deal of attention to one point, endeavouring to get some of the pupils to pro- 
nounce English properly. This was no easy matter. Being, for the most part, 
foreign, children, or belonging ‘to the lowest classes, their pronunciation was 
atrocious. For example, the “w” presented great difficulties. They would say 
“vich” or “ vat.” Mr. Goldsmid would take the lads in a class, and make them 
say quickly : ov-ich, oo-at, and so, in time, the “ w” received better treatment. 

I had been quite a year in the school when it was 


Removed to Bell Lane. 


The number of pupils was then increased to 300. A select few of them, 
amounting to 10, were afforded the means of a superior Hebrew education in 
what was called the Talmud Torah School—a large room adjoining the main 
building, and used as a Committee Room. The teacher was a Rabbi Michael 
Goldsmid, who kept a chandler shop in Rosemary Lane. Besides the Hebrew 
Bible, these ten scholars were taught Rashi and the rudiments of Hebrew 
Grammar. 

I was at first selected for that school, but Mr. Solomon begged that, for the 
sake of my monitorial services, I might be retained in the Free School. He 
occasionally gave me half-an-hour's instruction after school. There was also 


established a junior class of the other monitors, but the instruction imparted to 
them was always of a very meagre description. 

Subsequently the school was enlarged so as to receive 600 boys and 300 girls. 

The first mistress of the girls’ school'was Mrs. Barnett, a widow, and the mother 
of the late Miss Frances Barnett. She had no assistants. Nor was there any 
ny wK in the new boys’ school except Edward Barnett, wke was no relation 
of hers. 
__ The opening of the new school led to the institution of an annual dinner in 
its support, which was always held at the “London Tavern,” Bishopsgate. It 
was customary for the monitors of the school to present themselves at dessert, 
when an annual ode would be recited in Hebrew. This was the composition of 
Michael Josephs. A paraphrase of it in English verse was made by Sampson 
Samuel, and recited by one of the girls. I was the first person who ever recited 
the Hebrew ode, and on that occasion old Samuel Joseph, the President, publicly 
put a silver medal round my neck, as a token of merit. 

About this time, Saturday began to be an important day in the history of 
the school. The boys would assemble about eleven o'clock, to hear the Sedrah 
read to them by two of their number. One would recite it in Hebrew, and each 
verse would subsequently be read by the other in English. As long as I was in 
the school, I was one of the two boys selected for that purpose. At the con- 
clusion of the reading, a discourse—composed by Dr. Van Oven—would be read 
by the schoolmaster. The proceedings terminated with the recital of Mincha. 
Many visitors would attend on such occasions. | 
_ I have mentioned that Dr. Hirschell was a visitor at the school. He used 
to ask me to come every Sunday morning to read Mishna to the Rabbetzin, who 
was blind. There I made the acquaintance of the late Rev. D. M. Isaacs, who 
filled the position of Secretary to the Chief Rabbi. 

During my stay in the Free School, it was customary, in the event of a person 
dying without sons, to apply to that institution to recommend a pupil-teacher to 
say Kaddish. On one occasion, the death occurred of a Mr. Reuben Keysor, a 
relative of the late Louis Cohen. Mr. Cohen came to Bell Lane to enquire for 
the best Hebraist. I was pointed out, and selected to say Kaddish. I was 
provided with a suit of mourning, and had to attend every funeral that occurred 
during the twelve months—for which services I received £10. The first funeral 
I attended to say Kaddish happened to be that of Asher Goldsmid. And a curious 
incident is impressed on my memory in connection with this funeral. I was 
ushered into aroom where [ found ten Rabonim learning. The words which caught 
my ear were 3°93 YOY AX MPD passage which was strikingly 
unfit to read on such an occasion, and which I remember to have learnt with my 
own Rabbi when I was nine years old, without having the slightest idea of its 

About two years after the opening of the new school, Mr. Solomon retired 


to establish a private boarding school at Hammersmith. He was succeeded by 


his brother, Sylvester Solomon. Mr. Sylvester Solomon soon fell sick, and he 
was obliged to go to the seaside for three months, during which time the entire 
management of the school devolved upon me. Mr. Solomon recovered, but he 
only remained at the school a few months when he died. 

Mr. Solomon was succeeded by 


Mr. G. P. Beyfus. 

Mr. Beyfus did very little for the school. He would walk about all day 
smoking his pipe, so that the active part of the school work still devolved upon 
me. At the end of a few months the Committee determined that some 
remuneration was due to me for the services I had rendered, and they voted 
me £100. 

The question then arose : How was this money to be applied. One recom- 
mended that I should be set up in business as a clothier or draper, another that 
I should be apprenticed to a cabinet-maker. But Dr. Van Oven and Michael 
Josephs thought that I was fit for something better, and ultimately it was agreed 
that I should be articled to Mr. Henry Solomon, of Hammersmith, as a pupil- 
teacher. The arrangement was that half the day I should be employed in teach- 
ing, and during the other half I should receive instruction from the masters 
attached to the school. But as this arrangement was never carried out, I had to. 
instruct myself in the little time that I could call my own after'devoting twelve 
hours a day to my duties. I believe that Mr. Beyfus was succeeded in the 
mastership of the Jews’ Free School by Mr. Henry, the author of “ Henry's 
Class Book,” but from the time I went to Hammersmith I lost touch of the 
institution, and am unable to throw light upon its subsequent history.

Favoured by fine weather, the visitors were enabled to spend a considerable 


_ time on the lawn to witness the children’s sports, and to hear the playing of. the

He begged them all, not only out of affection and gratitude for those who 
managed the institution, but in their own interest and that of their families and 
belongings, as well as of this great country, to do their best, always having a 
tender little spot in their hearts for the institution —(Cheers). |

and speaking kindly words of commendation and congratulation. When thisitem 
in the programme was concluded another pleasing incident followed. | 


Mr. B. RosENreELp, addressing the President, said that last year a well- 
wisher of the Institution, and an admirer of himself, conceived the happy idea of 
presenting to the institution a portrait. of Sir George.

A meeting of the Committee of the East London Branch of the Home and 
Hospital for Jewish Incurables was held at the “Three Nuns” Hotel, Aldgate. 
on Thursday week, Mr. L. SCHNEIDERS in the chair. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Rauru LAzarvus,a sum of fifty guineas 
was voted to the parent Institution. A discussion took place with reference 
= na creation of Life Governorships by ballot in connection with this 

ranch. 


Mr. Stuart M. SAMUEL stated that at the recent Conference that had been 


held, it had not been shewn that there was a-general desire for extra privileges 
to be accorded to the subscribers of the East End other than those at present 
enjoyed by the general body of supporters. The — and democratic lines 
upon which the Institution was now carried on should not be interfered with, 
The Board of Management was proud that this was what is termed a poor man’s 
charity, and although it would certainly be impossible to afford extra privileges 
to any one section of subscribers, the Board was grateful to the weekly sub- 
scribers of pence. As President of the Home he considered it very advantageous 


that a large and influential Committee should be working on its behalf in East. 


London. The results had been highly satisfactory. Their Honorary Secretary, 
Mr. Albert London, had just reper that between £800 and £900 had been placed 
on deposit to the credit of the Building Fund, in addition to an amount of 
one hundred guineas received in one year eke annual subscriptions, and which 
they had so kindly already handed to the Treasurers of the Institution towards 
its maintenance. If the last Annual Report were consulted it would be found 
that this Branch had succeeded in obtaining over 300 subscribers. This result was 
most gratifying and one upon which the members of the East, London 
Committee were to be congratulated. He took the oper of 
mentioning that the Board of Management upon ‘the unanimous 
recommendation of the Ladies’ and House Committees, had determined 
to remove the patients from their present inadequate premises pending the 
erection of the new Home at Tottenham. Negotiations were proceeding to 
acquire a mansion known as The Berthons, situated at Wood Street, Waltham- 
stow, and he trusted that with the generous assistance of the community suffi- 
cient annual funds would be provided to enable the Institution to receive some 
of the numerous applicants for admission. Mr. Samuel concluded by expressing 
his willingness to afford personal co-operation either in augmenting the number 
of workers on the Committee, or in a house to house canvass for additional 
subseribers. 

It was resolved to appoint a sub-Committee to draft a Code of Laws for the 
regulation of this Branch, and to form an “ Incurables Aid Society.” 

The Committee also decided to accept the offer of the Whitechapel and 
Spitalfields Costermongers’ Union to organise a Demonstration in aid of the 
Building Fund of the Institution. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman, and to Mr. Stuart Samuel for his 


attendance terminated the proceedings.

The prizes were distributed by Mrs. Waley, who, at 
the commencement of the proceedings, was presented with a magnificent basket 
of roses by one of the gd upils. There wasa large attendance of members 
and others, which included the Rev. Dr. Lowy, the Rev. Morris Joseph and Mrs. 
Joseph, the Rev. Isidore Harris, the Rev. D. Fay, Mr. H. G. Lousada (Senior 
Warden), Messrs. Daniel Angel, J. M. Ansell, Percy Isaac, D. A. Levy, C. G. 
Montefiore, Uh ses > Schloss, D. B. Schloss, Oswald J. Simon, Mrs. B. Elkin 
Mocatta, Mrs. I. L. Mocatta, Miss Clara Harris and the Misses Alice and 
Elizabeth Henriques. 


The Rev. Morris JoserH read the report of the 12th session 
of the Classes, of which the following is an abstract :—The instruction 
has been given on Sunday mornings from. 1045 to 12.15. The Rev. 
Morris, Joseph, Superintending Minister, Mr. D. A. Levy, Mrs. Morris 
Joseph, Miss Lina Mocatta, and Miss Minnie Landstein constitute the 
teaching staff, and give their services honorarily. The number of oe on the 
registers at the close of the session is 49, against 42 last year. The increase, 
though small, is encouraging. Still more gratifying is the fact that the increase 
in the number of children belonging to the congregation is yet larger—the 
figures being 36 against 26. These Toares encourage the belief that the members 
of the synagogue are at last aroused to a sense of the importance of the 
instruction given by the classes, and to an appreciation of the anomaly of main- 
taining congregational classes, of which the majority of the congregation abstain 
from availing themselves. Occasional addresses have been delivered to the 
combined classes by Lady Magnus and the Superintending Minister. The 
Religious, as distinguished from the Hebrew Instruction, was now given by the 
latter personally or under his immediate supervision. No text-books were used ; 
and every effort was employed with success to interest the pupils in the 
instruction and to make them love it. 

The prizes having been distributed by Mrs. J. Felix Waley, 


Mr. WALEY delivered an address. After some preliminary remarks he said : 
The record we have just listened to from the Superintending Minister is satis- 
factory, because it 1s a record of progress. The figures we have heard are 
convincing, and must be gratifying to Mr. Joseph, who may be literally said to 
be the life and spirit of the classes. And I should like to associate Mrs. Joseph 
with Mr. Joseph in what I have just said, An occasion like this suggests various 
reflections. One may ask, for example, how can religion be taught; or again, 
what makes a good teacher and what a good pupil’? I shall not go beyond the 
first question, leaving it to some successor to touch the latter ones, unless indeed 
he feel like me in the presence of our friend Mr. Joseph and his fellow-workers 
and pupils, that it is enough to say—Circumspice, look around. The question, 
How can religion be taught? is not unlike one which is almost as old as the study 
of morals, and which had a great attraction for the philosophers of ancient 
Gireece—the question how far virtue, or, as we might say, good conduct, depends 
upon education and training. And there is, I think, the same, ora very similar 
idea, underlying either question, the consciousness that you do not learn to be 
religious or do good as you learn, say, to read or write, and that whatever instruc- 
tion from others can and does do for you in these great matters, in them every 
one is in the main self-taught. In religion, as in conduct, it is not 
only theory, but practice, that matters. Each time you try to do right is a 
lesson in good, and whenever you do what you know to be wrong, 
you take a lesson in evil, and everything you do has its perma- 
nent effects one way or another, for good or for evil, on yourselves. Some 
such thoughts as these find expression in the familiar lines of Wordsworth, the 
children’s poet, ‘ The child is father to the man, and I could wish my days to be 
bound each to each by natural piety.” And true religion is so inseparable from 
doing right that the teaching of the religion of Israel has been summed up, and 
I believe very truly summed up, in the one word, righteousness. Righteousness 
is Israel’s solution of the great problem of life, that is the secret, as it has been 
called, revealed in those scriptures which for the children of the Book are at 
once the record of the past, the light of the present, and the promise of the 
future. To attain to righteousness, then, must be the aim of the disciple. I do 
not desire to stray beyond the province of a casual speaker. But I do not forget, 
and I would not have ou forget that, though we are the heirs of the ages, we 
are heirs of the Bible ates all else. Others have had and will have different 
answers to the problem, to that which I have suggested to you as being 
peculiarly our own, and while loyally faithful to our own answer. 
we may truly say with the poet, “ God } 
or in lighter vein—‘ There are many roads to Rome, and more than one to 
Heaven.” You will notice that I have been treating religion not from the stand- 
point of formal belief or observance, or as something apart, having a separate 
place amongst the duties and incidents of life, but rather as a way of living your 
whole life, a spirit or influence ever present to compel the doing or refraining 
from doing what you desire, according as it is good or evil. Thatis what I will 
venture to call practical religion, and the religion whose cardinal virtue is 
righteousness, is surely nothing if not practical. The point, then, is not so much 
what to think as what to do, and therefore, as I have said, the teaching must to 
a great extent come from yourselves. Do not think that what I have called 
practical religion is independent of instruction. Iustruction can only help those 
who help themselves, and unless you school yourselves in your daily life no 
amount of schooling here will make good and godly men and women of you. 
Arm yourselves, then, for the struggle ; take your places in the ranks, ready to 
break the heathen as represented by the power of evil within you and without, 
and to uphold the good as well in yourselves as in the world outside, and acquit 
yourselves bravely in the eternal encounter. 


The Rev. Dr. Liwy proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers. Addressing 
the pupils on the importance of truthfulness, Dr. Lowy remarked that ® was 
the first, © the middle, and NA the last letter of the Hebrew alphabet. ‘These 
three letters made up the word MOR signifying “truth.” Our ancient teachers 
had said that truth was the beginning and end of all religious teaching. If they 
accustomed themselves to love truth, they would learn the most cherished 
thing taught by the syn ogue, which placed the Shemang between love and 
truth, and: thus ‘sahedtied the most beautiful of Biblical utterances in the midst 
of the two principal virtues. 


Mr. Oswa.p J. Simon, in seconding the resolution, said that the evidences 
of the teachers’ work were before the congregation that afternoon. One great 
advantage of these religious classes was that they put life into the congregation. 

he West London Synagogue sadly needed life. Everyone complaine of a 
coldness about the congregation which contrasted sadly with the enthusiasm 
that characterised it in its earlier years. These classes might be the means of 
reviving the former interest. 


The Rev. Morris Josera, in re lying to the vote of thanks, said that he 
hever thought he would have to spalaninn for the very existence of congrega- 
tional classes. Such was, however, the fact. On the previous Sunday, a

In the small town of Jagielmia, 400 houses, including the Synagogue, Beth 
Hamedrash and Jewish School, were completely burnt down. | 

Herr Siegfried Marcus, one of the foremost electrical engineers in Austria, 

has just died at Vienna. A native of Germany. he went to Vienna more than 
forty years ago, and soon came into prominence through his inventive genius. 
Many of his inventions are used in warfare. The Marcus Lamp, a spirit- 
incandescent lamp, was also his work. | 


BURMAH. 

Miss Matilda Cohen, the first Jewish lady M.A. in India, is about to open a 
school at Rangoon for the education of Burmese children with the aid of a 
Government grant. This voung lady some time ago applied to the High Court 
at Calcutta for permission to be articled to an attorney. Miss Cohen claimed 
that a lady attorney is a great desideratum, inasmuch as native ladies, who do 
not appear before men and who are very frequently taken advantage of by 
unscrupulous agents, could then take legal advice from one of their own sex. 
Although Miss Cohen's application had great support even among some of the 
Judges, the majority of the Judges of the High Court refused to grant the 
application, as they did not desire to set a precedent which would, later on, 
materially swell the ranks of an already overcrowded profession. 

| FRANCE. 

We have on more than one occasion mentioned that Baron Henri de Roth- 
schild in Paris had taken up the medical profession. Our last notice was that he 
was “walking” ‘the hospitals. The Paris correspondent of the Worn Post 
notes that Baron Henri has passed his final examination as doctor before a jury 
composed of Drs. Fournier, Budin, Poirier, and Netter. The work presented by 
M. de Rothschild was a scientific study of the hygiene to be observed at births ; 
and the young physician obtained the mark “ Extremely good.” 

Baron Gustave de Rothschild has founded a charitable work in memory of 
his daughter, Baroness Emmanuel Leonino. It consists of twenty pensions of 
600 frances a vear to aged Jews of either sex, above 60 years of age, who have 
resided at least ten years in Paris. and whose age or ill-health prevents them 
from gaining a living. an

GERMANY.

INDIA. 


During the recent triennial elections for Municipal Commissionerships, Mr.

This is the first instance in which a Jew has been elected to the Corporation.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN.

A Jewish Keble. 


When Mrs. Henry Lucas published her charming “Songs of Zion.” it was 
very generally hoped that the accomplished authoress would sooner or later 
produce an ampler collection of the masterpieces of Jewish devotional poetry, 
This she has now done. Messrs. Maemillan will issue in the autumn a 
volume entitled “The Jewish Year,” which as its name implies, has been 
suggested by Keble’s famous work. Mrs. Lucas has included in her larger book 
most of the “Songs of Zion,” but she has translated a large number of other 
Hebrew poems, and has added a number of original meditations and hymns. 
There will be a poem for every Sabbath in the year, and special poems for all 
the Jewish festivals. The book will be published at a popular price so as to be 
within the reach of a large public. I do not think that so interesting an 
announcement as this has been made for many a long vear. Keble’s * Christian 
Year” is one of the most prized and popular books. Certainly a ~ Jewish Year” 
appeals toa smaller circle. But, unless I am much mistaken. Mrs. Lucas’ new 
hook will find a welcome in hundreds of Jewish homes. 


Tales and Teachings from the Bibie."’ 

The foregoing is not the only pleasant announcement that may be made 
this week. Mrs. Morris Joseph and her sister. Re Henry. are writing a book for 
young children under the title which heads this paragraph. The book will be 
lustrated and will be made as attractive as possible both inside and out. The 
purpose of the book is to make Jewish children love the Bible. and also to endear 
to them the religion which the Bible teaches. The book will contain nothing 
contentious, but will aim at being an ethical help to all Jewish children. whether 
they belong to families called hberal or conservative. [It is no doubt easier to 
aspire to produce such a book than to produce it. But there are few who could 
hope for success with the same confidence as the two ladies who have undertaken 
it. They may rely on a cordial and sympathetic welcome to their work when if 
The dearth of such books is grievous. 

The Parallel Psalter. 

Dr. Driver endeavours to provide a better translation of the Psalms in his 
latest publication (Oxford, Clarendon Press, 180%): The simplest method of 
testing the result is to turn to some familiar passages and see how they look in 
this newest version, | 

Here is the Twenty-third Psalm in Dr. Driver's form :— 

Jehovah is my shepherd ; I shall not want. 

He maketh me to lie down in pastures of young grass ; 
to waters of repose he gently guideth me. 

He refresheth my soul ; 
he leadeth me in just tracks fur his nane’s sake 

Yea, though I walk in a ravine of deathly gloom, I would fear no evil, 
for thou art with me: | 
thy club and thy staff, they comfort me. 

Thou layest out a table befure me in the sight of mine adversaries : 
thou hast made my head fat with oil ; my cup runneth over. 

Surely goodness and kindness shall pursue me all the days of my life, 
and my dwelling shall be in the house of Jehovah for length of days.

A few other phrases may be cited to enable the reader to judge of the 
character of Dr. Driver's scholarly renderings. They are less poetical than the 
older farms, but they are far more truthful tothe Hebrew. Often they are as 
good as Commentary, soclearly do they bring out the real meaning of the original. 
Psalm cl. 1, *O praise God in his sanctuary” (as in R.V.): xlv. 2. ° The God of 
Jacob is our high retreat” ; viii. 5. * And thou makest him to lack little of God” : 
Xxxvili. 10. °° My heart throbbeth. my strength hath forsaken me : and the light 
of mine eyes, even theirs.’ is not with me” ; ii. 12. ° Kiss the son, lest he be angry, 
and ye perish as regards the way”; xc. 4.“ A thousand years in thy sight are as 
yesterday when it was passing, anda watch in the night” ;c¢. 2. “Serve Jehovah 
with gladness, come before his presence with a ringing cry.” Finally let us turn 
to the difficult 49th Psalm and note some of Dr. Driver’s phrases. “ Give ear, all 
ye that dwell in the fleeting age. . But. man being in honour abideth not ; he 
is become like the beasts that are cut off. This is the way of them that have self- 
confidence, and of those who following them approve their speech. Like a flock, 
they are set for Sheol ; death is their shepherd ; and the upright,have dominion over 
them in the morning ; and their form is for Sheol to wear away, that there be no 
habitation for them.” The eleventh verse is translated as in the Revised Version, 
but in a significant foot-note is given the rendering based on a slight emendation 
of the text. |

: (even of them) that called lands after their own names. 3 

But what is the parallel from which the new Psalter gets its name? On'the 
left hand of every page is printed the Prayer Book Version of the Psalms, taken 
from the “Great Bible” of 15839—1541. As printed in modern Prayer Books of 
the Church, the Psalter contains many minor variations from the Great Bible. 
As to the merits of the Prayer Book version, Dr. Driver does not claim too much 
when he writes :— ; 

Its style is bold and vigorous, and at the same time flowing and melodious; its 
phraseology, while thoroughly idiomatic, and of genuine native growth, is dignified and 
chaste. Coverdale, it is evident, must have been a natural master of English style, and 
must have possessed a natural aptitude for finding felicitous turns of expression, and for 
casting them into harmonious and finely-rolling periods. | ) 

True, it is disfigured by many inaccuracies, but Dr. Driver has done well to 


make it the basis of his own new work. For, while on the one side of the page _ 


we have the charming cadences of old Coverdale, on the other we have the ripe 
and sound learning of the latest editor. In the introduction Dr. Driver fully 
explains his methods, and the reader will find this explanation lucid and inform 
ing. To Jewish readers this edition is a great boon. The Prayer Book version

Some American Publications. 


_ _ The tenth part of Dr. Jastrow’s Dictionary of the Talmud (to be obtained 
in London of Luzac, Great Russell Street) reaches well into the letter samech. 
Of this excellent book it is needless to do more than chronicle the appearance of 
another instalment. Students already know its value. 

The son of this scholar, Professor M. Jastrow, of the University of

(cf. Hebrew 9Xv’) where oracles were sought of the dead. The possible con-

Theology of the Old) (Jewish) Prayer Book; the other, by Rabbi 


Joseph Stolz, treats of Funeral Rites. In A merica, as in England, 
much concern is felt in Jewish circles regarding the ceremonies at 
Interments and during mourning; but in America, unlike here, the 


concern is likely to lead to action. The other publications are all interesting. 
[t is curious to find Dr. Felsenthal’s paper on Jewish Dogmas: republished in 
thiscompilation. It reads like an echo of a forgotten little misunderstanding. But 
the essay is good enough to bear repeating over and over again. 

The same Dr. Felsenthal makes “a contribution to the inner history of 
American Judaism” in his pamphlet “The Beginnings of the Chicago Sinai 
Congregation.” 

The Ninth Annual Report of the Aguilar Free Library Society, New York, 
is a worthy record of good work. The total number of volumes circulated during 
the past Library year was 450,545—an increase of 111,125 over the previous year,

Two Jewish pupils of Dr. Abbott have done much in these latter years to 
illustrate Shakespeare and to justify the foresight of the founder of the Beaufoy 
Shakespeare prizes at the City of London School. Of Mr. Sidney Lee and Mr. 
Israel Gollanez, the younger scholar has now published (with David Nutt) a 
learned edition of an Icelandic Saga, dealing with the story of Hamlet. The 
sources from which Shakespeare drew his greatest tragedy may never be com- 
pletely analysed.

saga Which Mr. Gollancz prints and translates in the work before us is a late 
variation on the original theme, and its value to the student of the 
story les in the possibility that it may contain some echoes of 
older sagas independent of Saxo’s Latin version. It was compiled when 
news Of ‘Tamerlane had come to furthest Thule: to. say nothing of Latin 
and Biblical and post-Biblical Jewish literature. It overlays the primitive 
Hamlet story with copious inventions or adaptations. This Icelandic romance 
tells at length of the prowess of a King called Salman, one of whose counsellors 
was named Gamaliel. We read in it, too, of King Bastian, the mightiest of whose 
warriors was styled Adrian. Adrian was of Jewish race; none could withstand 
him and he seemed invincible. Benkobar was Bastian’s second, warrior, but is 
not said to belong to the race which his name suggests. He came from the 
furthest region of the earth, a giant skilled in magical devices. Ambales 
(Hamlet) smote Adrian the Jew, the King’s standard bearer, struck through his 
shield, and cut off his right hand. Then Ambales dragged his gallant foe from 
the saddle and gave him to his attendant dwarf to heal if that were still possible. 
The value of Mr. Gollanez’s book consists not merely in his translation, but in his 
careful comparison of many forms of the Hamlet legend. They are all alike in 
the feigning of madness,as when David changed his behaviour before Abimelech, 
The curious assonance between Abimelech and Ambales mnst be accidental and 
is not mentioned by Mr. Gollancz. The name of Hamlet. which in the Saga is 
Ambales, and elsewhere is Havelok, and Anlaf,may be the same as omaudhaun, 
the modern Irish for afool. There is at least an interesting Irish version of the 
story (in which the hero has the further name of Curan) while Macaulay and 
Macaulitfe appear to have been Irish as well as Highland names for the descen- 
dants of Anlaf or Hamlet. In “ The Wars of Alexander” an alliterative romance 
composed somewhere in the North of England at the beginning of the 15th

We have modernised the spelling to make it intelligible. Old Gaelic words 
for dwarf have also a notable resemblance to the title of the Danish prince, and 
Mr. D. McRitchie thinks the Haveloks represent a pigmy race once settled in 
those islands, but now exterminated.

The author has chosen to describe very worthless and disagreeable 
personages, with much knowledge of unpleasant phases of existence and with great 
literary power. “ Dan Sueus” 1s a powerful and appalling denunciation of a usurer. 
“ Salisbury Jones” strikes us as a very unfair picture of an Empire-maker. It 
is easier to be bitter than to be just, and we do not think a financial portrait gallery 
is satisfactory which contains only representations of roguesand monsters. The
